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We  arc  privileged  to  meet,  once  again,  in  the  beautiful  "Forest  City"  of  London,  Ontario, 
noted  for  its  many  hospitals,  educational,  and  financial  institutional  facilities.

NECROLOGY: 

We  have  suffered  exceptional  losses  among  our  Grand  Chapter  ranks  this  year,  with  the 
deaths  of  our  Grand  Scribe  E.  Emeritus  R.t  Ex.  Comp.  Robert  Thorton  Rigby,  Rt.  Ex.  Comp. 
John  C.  Ferguson,  who  for  many  years  set  up  our  Grand  Chapter  Convocations,  M.  Wor. 
Bro.  and  V.  Ex.  Comp.  William  K.  Bailey,  and  numerous  other  Grand  Chapter  Officers.  In 
all  cases  we  have  been  blessed  in  past  years  by  the  time  our  late  Companions  spent  among 
us,  and  we  are  thankful  for  their  contributions.  We  keenly  feel  the  hurt  and  loss  of  these 
Companions  in  view  of  the  current  nature  of  our  society.  The  calibre  of  dedication  displayed 
by  our  departed  Companions  while  they  were  amongst  us  is  becoming  harder  and  harder  to 
replace.  We  will  long  remember  our  deceased  Companions. 

To  our  sister  Grand  Jurisdictions  and  concordant  bodies,  we  join  in  mourning  the  loss  of 
their  Distinguished  Companions.

I  thank  you  most  sincerely  for  carrying  out  those  duties  with  zeal.  I  congratulate  each  of  you 
for  your  dedication  to  Royal  Arch  Masonry.  A  new  program  was  started  this  year  under  the 
direction  of  Rt.  Ex.  Comp.  R.  Frank  Russell,  our  Grand  Third  Principal.  A  letter  was  sent  to 
all  Grand  Representatives,  posing  questions  that  need  answers.

CONSTITUTION: 

The  Constitution  provides  for  nominations  under  Section  13.  However,  there  are  no  specific 
provisions  regarding  when  no  nominations  are  received.  I  am  recommending  that  the  Laws 
and  Jurisprudence  Committee  rectify  this  situation,  and  have  it  clarified  immediately  for  the 
Convocation  in  Ottawa.  Under  the  circumstances,  there  were  two  alternatives  open  for  me  to 
make  a  decision  on: 

(A)  The  incumbent  remain  in  Office  for  another  year;  or 

(B)  The  Grand  First  Principal  may  choose  to  appoint  a  Past  First  Principal  to  the  Office. 

In  District  No.  7,  McCallum  Chapter's  First  Principal  allowed  the  name  of  a  Companion 
who  was  running  for  Grand  Superintendent  to  appear  in  the  Summons  without  informing  the 
Companion  of  his  action.  The  First  Principal  of  each  Chapter  is  responsible  for  the  contents 
of  the  Summons,  and  therefore  must  assume  the  responsibility  for  such  action.  Since  the 
Companion  in  question  knew  nothing  about  this  action,  I  have  given  him  permission  to  stand 
for  the  Office  of  Grand  Superintendent,  and  I  have  recommended  to  the  Grand 
Superintendent  of  District  No.  7  that  he  severely  chastise  the  First  Principal  for  his  actions. 

In  District  No.  3, 1  advised  the  Grand  Superintendent  that  since  no  one  from  their  District 
was  interested  in  running  for  Grand  Superintendent,  that  he  remain  in  Office  for  another 
year.  The  District,  however,  went  ahead  and  voted  for  a  Past  Principal  from  District  No.  5. 1 
had  advised  them  that  I  would  not  confirm  his  appointment. 

This  year  we  had  a  particularly  interesting  situation  with  respect  to  nominations  for  the 
Office  of  Grand  Registrar.  Since  there  were  no  nominations  for  that  Office,  and  after  due 
consideration  and  consultation  with  members  of  my  Grand  Advisory,  it  was  decided  that  I 
could  legally  appoint  a  Past  Principal  to  this  Office.  This  I  did,  but  the  Companion  appoint- 
ed, after  being  asked  if  he  would  accept  the  appointment  and  after  consenting  to  same,  sub- 
sequently declined  the  appointment.  I  therefore  appointed  another  Companion,  who  hap- 
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pened  to  be  at  that  particular  moment  in  time  the  present  First  Principal  of  his  Chapter,  but 
would  be  out  of  Office  by  the  end  of  March,  well  before  our  Grand  Chapter  meeting.  As  we 
all  know,  only  a  Past  Principal  can  be  appointed  to  this  Office. 

As  Grand  First  Principal,  I  directed  that  this  appointment  be  shown  on  the  published  list  of 
nominations,  and  to  be  specifically  shown  as  an  appointment.  The  publication  of  this  name 
was  intended  ONLY  to  advise  the  membership  that  there  was  no  nomination  for  that  particu- 
lar Office,  and  that  an  appointment  would  be  made.  However,  a  considerable  uproar  was 
raised  in  this  Companion's  District  at  the  District  Annual  Meeting  held  five  days  before  the 
end  of  this  particular  Companion's  term  of  Office,  and  I  received  a  telephone  call  from  this 
Companion  requesting,  that  in  order  to  preserve  harmony  in  his  District,  that  his  name  be 
removed.  I  reluctantly  complied  with  his  request.  The  District  in  question  had  absolutely  no 
right  or  justification  in  persecuting  this  Companion  for  a  decision  which  I  made,  and  I  am 
not  too  pleased  with  their  unmasonic  conduct  at  the  District  Annual  Meeting.  I  therefore  still 
have  to  appoint  a  Past  Principal  to  this  Office.  Hopefully,  there  will  be  nominations  for  all 
Offices  in  the  future,  and  this  will  not  have  to  occur  again. 

REGALIA: 

For  the  first  time  in  many  years,  we  are  having  changes  made  in  our  Regalia.  Thanks  to  M. 
Ex.  Comp.  Charles  Emmett  and  his  Committee  working  in  conjunction  with  representatives 
from  the  Regalia  Houses,  we  have  selected  regalia  that  looks  smart  and  is  less  expensive.  I 
am  sure  that  the  Companions  will  appreciate  the  cost  factor. 

BURSARY: 

This  Committee  has  done  an  outstanding  job  under  the  Chairmanship  of  Rt.  Ex.  Comp. 
Ronald  Mink.  A  special  thank  you  is  extended  to  Rt.  Ex.  Comp.  Dale  Plant  who  alone  has 
raised  over  Ten  Thousand  Dollars.  My  goal  of  One  Hundred  Dollars  still  has  a  way  to  go, 
BUT  if  each  Companion  supports  it  with  a  donation  of  Ten  Dollars,  a  tax  receipt  will  be 
issued  to  him,  and  the  project  WILL  go  over  the  top.  This  worthwhile  project  enables  our 
Royal  Arch  children  and  grandchildren  to  continue  a  College  or  University  education;  who 
knows  -  some  may  enter  the  field  of  research  which  is  funded  by  our  Release-A-Miracle 
project.  Please  assist  in  this  worthwhile  project  -  it  could  be  your  son,  daughter  or  grand- 
child who  needs  assistance. 

RELEASE-A-MIRACLE: 

Under  the  Chairmanship  of  Rt.  Ex.  Comp.  Malcolm  McKenzie,  the  Release-A-Miracle  pro- 
gram continues  to  be  a  success  story,  and  I  wish  to  thank  Rt.  Ex.  Comp.  McKenzie  and  his 
Committee  for  their  dedication  to  this  worthwhile  program. 

GRAND  SUPERINTENDENTS: 

The  Grand  Superintendents  are  the  liaison  between  the  Grand  First  Principal  and  the 
Chapters.  They  have  kept  me  informed  of  problems  they  have  encountered  in  their  respective 
districts,  have  suggested  that  they  have  a  meeting  with  the  Chapters  who  are  having  prob- 
lems, and  advise  me  what  disposition  they  have  made,  and  if  they  require  me  to  attend  and 
assist  them. 

CHAPTER  PROBLEMS: 

We  have  finally,  after  many  months,  cleared  Madoc  Chapter  No.  161.  The  money  and 
records  have  been  returned  to  Grand  Chapter,  so  we  should  now  have  a  clear  view  of  where 
the  members  now  stand. 
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The  demise  of  York  Chapter  No.  62  has  been  a  great  concern  to  me,  and  I  appreciate  the 
work  our  Grand  Scribe  E.,  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Edward  W.  Elcombe,  has  done  with  regards  to 
bringing  about  a  solution  to  this  problem. 

Occident  Chapter  No.  77  is  having  difficulties  due  to  not  enough  Companions  coming  out  to 
meetings  to  provide  a  quorum,  and  with  squabbling  amongst  themselves.  I  have  given  them 
two  years  to  clean  up  their  act,  or  either  amalgamate  with  another  Chapter,  or  lose  their 
Charter. 

Brant  Chapter  No  1 15,  Paris,  has  not  had  an  audit  of  its  books  for  some  time.  I  have  told  the 
Grand  Superintendent  to  have  the  books  audited,  relieve  the  Treasurer  of  his  duties,  and  to 
forward  to  me  a  copy  of  the  audit. 

Regal  Ezra  Chapter  No.  23  has  a  problem  with  its  Second  Principal.  I  have  recommended  to 
the  Grand  Superintendent  that  the  Second  Principal  be  relieved  of  his  duties,  and  suggest  that 
he  take  his  demit  from  the  Chapter. 

Quetico  Chapter  No.  259  in  Atikokan  has  not  had  an  official  meeting  since  October  1990. 1 
have  sent  a  letter  to  Rt.  Ex.  Comp.  John  F.  Trenchard,  asking  him  to  look  into  this  situation, 
and  to  advise  me  of  the  action  he  has  taken. 

From  the  reports  that  I  have  received,  there  are  a  number  of  Chapters  having  financial  prob- 
lems. A  number  of  Chapters  do  not  seem  to  have  a  separate  Life  Membership  Fund,  and  it 
would  appear  that  all  monies  go  into  the  General  Fund.  I  have  asked  the  Grand 
Superintendents  to  look  into  the  affairs  of  these  Chapters,  and  ascertain  if  they  do  have  a 
separate  Life  Membership  Fund,  and  just  how  much  money  is  set  aside  for  same. 

Three  Chapters  have  a  total  of  101  members  who  are  a  way  behind  in  their  dues,  and  the 
Grand  Superintendents  have  been  requested  to  look  into  this  problem. 

The  Grand  Superintendents  with  which  I  have  been  in  touch  have  been  most  accommodat- 
ing, and  I  wish  to  thank  them  for  their  assistance. 

LONG  RANGE  PLANNING: 

A  sub-committee  of  the  Long  Range  Planning  Committee  was  appointed  to  look  into  the  fea- 
sibility of  getting  new  office  facilities  in  order  to  try  to  reduce  our  overhead  expenses.  Rt. 
Ex.  Comp.  William  Hoffman  chairs  this  Committee,  and  is  to  bring  in  a  report  of  its  findings 
to  the  Grand  Executive  Committee,  and  to  report  to  next 
year's  Grand  Convocation. 

ANNIVERSARIES: 

Along  with  my  wife  Dorothy,  I  had  the  pleasure  of  attending  Pentalpha  Chapter  No.  28 's 
One  Hundred  and  Twenty-Fifth  Anniversary.  We  were  warmly  received,  and  had  a  wonder- 
ful time.  Many  thanks  to  Ex.  Comp.  John  Tamblyn,  the  First  Principal,  who  went  out  of  his 
way  to  make  our  stay  pleasant  and  comfortable. 

DEDICATIONS: 

Requests  were  received  from  Vimy  Chapter  No.  214,  Willson  Chapter  No.  64,  and  Havelock 
Chapter  No.  63  to  dedicate  their  quarters. 
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On  the  25th  of  April  1992,  wc  attended  Vimy  Chapter  in  Oil  Springs.  They  have  a  new 
building  of  which  they  can  be  very  proud.  Everyone  was  very  impressed  with  the  large  num- 
ber of  Grind  Chapter  Officers  who  attended,  and  I  was  most  pleased  with  our  Grand  Chapter 
Officers.  Since  the  Dedication,  this  Chapter  has  received  a  number  of  new  candidates. 

On  April  30,  1992,  I  attended  Willson  Chapter  No.  64,  along  with  a  large  number  of  Grand 
Chapter  Officers  to  dedicate  its  new  quarters  in  Welland.

It  is  once  more  my  pleasure  to  report  the  conditions  within  the  office  of  Grand  Chapter. 

From  the  onset,  I  would  express  to  the  Grand  First  Principal  and  to  the  Companions  my  sin- 
cere apologies  for  the  embarrassment  to  him  and  the  inconvenience  to  them  for  the  lateness 
of  the  printing  of  the  Proceedings  for  1992,  but  I  can  report  that  they  are  in  the  Printers 
hands.  It  has  been  a  frustrating  time  for  myself  with  the  problems  we  have  had  in  preparing 
this  most  important  document.  I  will  not  endeavour  to  explain  these  problems  for  obvious 
reasons,  but  to  say  that  we  have  done  our  best,  and  that  is  all  one  can  do.  I  would  express 
appreciation  to  Ex.  Comp.  Peter  Scott  of  Oakwood  Chapter  who  has  worked  on  this  project 
and  done  a  yeoman  job. 

On  a  brighter  note  the  yearly  reports  have  been  forwarded  to  the  Grand  Chapter  office  from 
the  Constituent  Chapters  in  very  good  time  and  we  have  had  a  approximately  a  80% 
response.  The  proper  fees  have  also  been  forwarded,  with  very  few  outstanding. 
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It  is  still  of  great  concern  that  the  reporting  of  new  registrations  are  being  held  until  the  year 
end,  with  numerous  Companions  having  been  exalted  in  the  early  part  of  the  year.  This 
means  that  for  a  good  part  of  the  year  they  have  not  received  their  Grand  Chapter  Certificate. 
We  are  pleased  to  welcome  these  Companions  into  our  midst  but  this  fact  is  not  reflected  to 
them  when  they  wait  this  long  to  be  recognized.  We  have  had  at  least  five  or  six  Chapters 
where  we  had  to  adjust  records  back  as  far  as  1988.  We  hope  that  in  the  coming  year  we  may 
say  that  all  records  are  up  to  date. 

Again  in  the  past  year  we  have  had  many  new  Scribes  E.,  and  the  Companions  who  have 
taken  over  this  most  important  function  in  the  well  running  of  a  Chapter  are  performing  their 
duties  in  a  manner  of  which  their  Chapters  can  be  proud. 

It  has  been  a  extreme  pleasure  for  me  to  have  had  the  privilege  of  working  with  the 
Companions  of  this  Jurisdiction,  and  the  kindnesses  that  have  been  shown  to  your  Grand 
Scribe  E.  have  made  this  job  that  much  more  pleasurable. 

To  the  Grand  First  Principal  I  would  express  my  sincere  appreciation  for  affording  me  the 
privilege  of  serving  you.  To  our  Grand  Treasurer,  Rt.  Ex.  Comp.  Harold  Hubbell  who  does 
yeoman  service  for  this  Grand  Chapter,  I  express  my  continued  sincere  thanks  for  his  wise 
counsel,  support  and  friendship. 

I  look  forward  once  again  have  the  pleasure  of  working  with  each  and  every  Companion  and 
offer  my  services  to  assist  wherever  possible.

To  the  Most  Excellent  the  Grand  First  Principal,  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Grand  Chapter 
of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario. 

Most  Excellent  Sir  and  Companions: 

The  Finance  Committee  has  examined  the  financial  statements  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  for 
the  year  ending  February  28,  1993.  These  reports  accurately  show  the  revenue  and  expendi- 
tures as  well  as  the  financial  status  of  Grand  Chapter.  These  reports  correspond  to  the  audit- 
ed financial  statements. 

Receipts  for  the  fiscal  year  were  $11 1,489.00  and  expenses  were  $108,529.00,  resulting  in  a 
net  surplus  of  $2,960.00. 

Details  of  the  financial  transactions  are  contained  in  the  Grand  Treasurer's  report. 

The  Committee  expresses  sincere  appreciation  to  the  Grand  Scribe  E  and  to  the  Grand 
Treasurer  for  their  efforts  and  diligence  in  managing  the  financial  details  of  Grand  Chapter. 
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Mr.  John  Lewars  of  Wilkinson  and  Company  of  Belleville,  Ontario,  having  been  auditor  for 
this  Grand  Chapter  for  over  forty  years,  has  retired  from  active  practice  with  the  firm.  The 
Committee  is  pleased  that  the  Grand  Executive  Committee  has  appointed  Mr.  Leslie 
Liebowitz  of  3500  Dufferin  Street,  Downs  view,  as  Grand  Chapter  auditor  for  the  years  1993 
and  1994. 

Each  special  fund  of  Grand  Chapter  remains  healthy  and  financially  sound.  Detailed  reports 

of  the  funds  will  be  made  by  the  appropriate  Committee.

As  in  previous  year,  declining  membership  continues  to  be  a  major  concern  for  the 
Committee.  A  net  loss  of  73  dues  paying  members  is  reported  for  the  year  1992.  This  compares 
with  a  loss  of  335  for  the  year  1991,  and  an  average  of  474  per  year  over  the  past  four  years. 

This  Trend  is  encouraging. 

Another  factor  affecting  the  finances  of  Grand  Chapter,  is  the  decline  in  interest  rates  over 
the  past  two  years. 

It  is  anticipated  that  this  will  have  a  marked  affect  on  investment  income  over  the  next  three 
years. 

Due  to  the  above  loss  of  revenues  and  to  provide  for  modest  inflation,  the  Committee  has 
found  it  necessary  to  request  an  increase  in  the  per  capita  fee  of  twenty  five  cents  per  half 
year  for  the  years  1994  and  1995. 

The  1993-1994  budget  estimates  reflect  the  reduction  in  revenue  from  earned  interest  and 
per  capita  fees. 

The  Committee  considered  this  loss  of  revenue  and  adjusted  the  proposed  budget  according- 

iy. 

We  believe  that  the  balanced  budget  for  revenue  and  expenses  of  $109,490.00  (for  the  fiscal 
year  March  1,  1993  to  February  28,  1994)  is  realistic  and  will  provide  sufficient  funds  for  the 
operation  of  Grand  Chapter  for  that  period. 

It  is  therefore  recommended  for  your  consideration.

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REPORT  OF 

THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  MEDICAL  RESEARCH  FUND 

RELEASE  A  MIRACLE 

To  the  Most  Excellent,  the  Grant  First  Principal,  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Grand  Chapter 
of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario. 

Most  Excellent  Sir  and  Companions: 

We  have  passed  through  the  portals  in  another  year  of  service  to  our  Royal  Craft.  However, 
before  we,  your  Medical  Research  Fund  Committee  on  "Release  A  Miracle"  move  on  to  fur- 
ther endeavours,  we  would  pause  briefly  to  express  appreciation  for  the  faithful  support  ren- 
dered by  a  great  host  of  Companions  during  the  past  year. 

Our  hopes  during  many  months  of  difficult  times,  based  on  the  principals  of  faith,  have  been 
amply  rewarded  notwithstanding  we  attained  only  80%  of  our  goal.  To  all  therefore  who  par- 
ticipated in  any  way,  your  involvement  is  sincerely  appreciated.  The  recipients  of  our  awards 
are  the  beneficiaries  of  your  caring  nature  as  they  strive  to  strengthen  the  frail  fabric  of  man. 
They,  through  their  correspondence,  have  expressed  their  appreciation  for  your  continuing 
support  of  their  work. 

Your  Committee  acknowledges  with  gratitude  the  opportunity  to  serve  this  Grand  Chapter  as 
it  participates  in  this  truly  humanitarian  endeavour  to  ease  the  anxiety  of  many  and  make  life 
more  meaningful  and  comfortable  for  the  less  fortunate  of  our  society. 

The  many  letters  and  oral  expressions  of  appreciation,  as  well  as  reports  of  progress 
achieved  in  the  various  fields  of  medical  science  has  imbued  the  Members  of  the  Committee 
with  a  deep  sense  of  fulfillment  as  they  participate,  if  you  will,  in  partnership  with  a  great 
number  of  doctors,  scientists,  hospitals,  institutions  etc.  in  their  common  goal  to  ultimately 
alleviate  the  pain  and  suffering  of  humanity  and  extend  the  longevity  of  man. 

And  now  Most  Excellent  Sir,  it  is  my  great  pleasure  to  present  an  account  of  our  stewardship 
for  the  year  ended  February  28,  1993. 

During  the  past  year  our  membership  was  saddened  through  the  passing  from  our  midst  of 
Rt.  Ex.  Comp.  Robert  T.  Rigby.  Grand  Scribe  E.  Emeritus.  He  assisted  during  the  founding 
of  the  program  in  his  capacity  as  Grand  Scribe  E.,  and  latterly  served  on  our  Committee  with 
dedication  until  his  demise. 

The  terms  of  two  other  members,  namely  Rt.  Ex.  Companion  L.  Gordon  Odell  and  V.  Ex. 
Comp.  L.  William  Dixon  will  expire  during  this  Grand  Convocation.  They  have  both  given 
yeoman  service  during  their  tenure  of  office,  the  latter  since  inception  in  1982.  However, 
they  have  indicated  a  willingness  to  carry  on  for  a  time  and  the  Committee  therefore  is 
pleased  to  submit  the  following  recommendations: 

That  Rt.  Ex.  Comp.  L.  Gordon  Odell  be  re-elected  for  a  term  of  five  years,  and  that  V.  Ex. 
Comp.  L.  William  Dixon  be  re-elected  for  a  period  of  one  year. 

It  is  further  recommended  that  Ex.  Comp.  Roy  Harrison  be  elected  to  the  Committee  for  a 
term  of  three  years  to  fill  the  vacancy  created  by  the  passing  of  the  late  Rt.  Ex.  Comp.  Robert 
T.  Rigby.  It  is  still  further  recommended  that,  to  better  serve  this  Grand  Jurisdiction  Rt.  Ex. 
Comp.  Bernard  M.  Lopatriello  and  Ex.  Comp  Clifton  Davis  be  elected  for  terms  of  three 
years  and  two  years  respectively.  Most  Ex.  Sir  with  the  membership  expanded  to  seven,  as 
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recommended  herein,  your  Committee  feels  its  purpose  will  be  better  served  and  it  so  recom- 
mends. 

During  recent  years  called  meetings  have  not  been  held  due  in  part  to  the  uncertain  availabil- 
ity of  the  members  but  more  particularly  the  time  and  distance  involved  in  travelling  from 
the  diverse  areas  of  this  Jurisdiction.  Liaison  with  the  membership  nevertheless  appears  to 
have  been  well  served,  as  in  the  past,  through  the  mediums  of  correspondence  and  telephone. 
In  General,  all  Members  of  the  Committee,  including  the  Honorary  Members,  have  been 
kept  fully  informed  on  all  matters  of  significance  and  actions  requiring  consensus  of  opinion. 

Expenditures  for  postage,  stationery  and  printing  during  the  past  year  totalling  $805.85  have 
been  approved  by  the  Committee.  Additional  expenditures  for  postage,  photocopying/print- 
ing, assessed  as  administration  expenses  by  Grand  Chapter,  have  all  been  within  budget  esti- 
mates. 

A  year  ago  targets  of  $15,000.00  for  each  of  the  years  1992  and  1993  appeared  realistic  and 
were  adopted  in  an  effort  to  expand  the  fund  to  the  $300,000.00  level  by  April  1994. 
Although,  as  reported  herein,  contributions  were  a  little  under  target  this  year  at  $12,307.69, 
not  forgetting  the  prevailing  weakened  economic  conditions  and  uncertainty  in  the  work- 
place, the  target  for  1993  has  been  adjusted  minimally  upward  to  $18,000.00  in  anticipation 
of  achieving  our  overall  goal  a  year  from  now. 

Grants  made  during  the  year  apportioned  among  certain  recipients,  as  well  as  cumulative 
awards  made  to  all  recipients  from  inception  of  the  program  and  totalling  $171,500.00,  are 
recorded  hereunder.

REPORT  OF  THE  GRAND  CHAPTER  BENEVOLENCE  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Most  Excellent  the  Grand  First  Principal,  Officers  and  Companions  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario. 

Your  Committee  on  Benevolence  wishes  to  report  that  since  the  1993  Spring  meeting  of  the 
Grand  Executive  Committee,  four  applications  for  benevolence  have  been  received.  Two  of 
these  are  re- applications,  and  are  for  a  72  and  a  77  year  old  widow,  whom  we  have  assisted 
in  previous  years.  A  third  application  is  for  a  one  time  grant  to  assist  the  seven  year  old 
grandson  of  a  Companion.  This  child,  who  is  just  recovering  from  a  two  year  illness,  has 
need  of  special  tutoring  that  will  last  for  a  nine  month  period.  The  fourth  application  is  also 
for  a  one  time  grant  and  it  covers  a  55  year  old  Companion  in  dire  financial  state,  caused  by 
the  closing  down  of  his  employers  firm.  This  Companion,  because  of  his  age  is  finding  diffi- 
culty in  obtaining  meaningful  employment.  In  the  meantime  he  is  working  at  any  and  all 
types  of  employment  that  he  can  find.  This  grant  is  requested  to  help  cover  the  gap  between 
his  income  and  expenses,  which  is  considerable.  In  each  case  the  Chapters  sponsoring  these 
applications  have  made  financial  contributions  to  the  applications. 

The  total  amount  of  these  grants  will  be  $1,800.00  and  we  would  like  to  reserve  $1,350.00 
for  the  December  distribution.  Also,  your  Committee  is  willing  to  deal  immediately  with 
emergency  requests.  Such  applications  should  be  made  through  the  office  of  the  Grand 
Scribe  E. 

We  would  also  like  to  acknowledge  the  time  and  efforts  made  in  the  work  of  Benevolence  by 
Mt.  Sinai  Chapter  No.  212  and  Hiawatha  Chapter  No.  252,  it  is  worthy  of  note  that  the 
amount  spent  on  benevolence  by  Hiawatha  Chapter  in  1992  totalled  $9,082.26.  Their  com- 
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mittee,  known  as  the  DR.  ORVILLE  LAROSE  BENEVOLENT  FUND,  is  under  the  chair- 
manship of  Very  Excellent  Companion  John  Lyle.  The  leadership  shown  by  V.Ex.Comp. 
Lyle  sets  an  example  not  only  for  his  Chapter,  but  for  all  of  the  Chapters  in  Grand  Chapter 
that  they  would  do  well  to  emulate. 

It  is  a  concern  of  both  the  Grand  First  Principal,  and  this  Committee  that  so  very  few  appli- 
cations for  benevolence  have  been  received.

Accordingly,  your  Committee  is 
supplying  a  letter  to  all  incoming  Grand  Superintendents  asking  them  to  emphasize  the  work 
of  Benevolence,  both  at  Grand  Chapter  and  District  levels  and  to  ensure  that  their  respective 
Chairmen  of  Benevolence  make  each  Chapter  aware  of  the  help  that  is  available  to  our  dis- 
tressed Companions  and  their  widows,  and  also  the  proper  procedure  for  procuring  this  aid. 
This  letter  will  be  included  in  the  instruction  manuals  that  will  be  supplied  them  at  this 
Convocation.

The  three 
basic  reports  from  the  Grand  Superintendents  comprise  the  material  from  which  this 
Committee  gleans  the  information  necessary  to  prepare  and  accurate,  meaningful  report.

WELLINGTON  NO.  4  R.Ex.Comp.  John  Byrom 

No  annual  report  and  incomplete  statistic  table  renders  it  impossible  to  confirm  all  official 

visits  (four  official  visit  reports  missing).  Attained  127%  of  RAM  goal. 

HAMILTON  NO.  5  R.Ex.Comp.  John  Hanna 

All  reports  received  -  neat  and  comprehensive.  The  Committee  thank  and  congratulate 
R.Ex.Comp.  Hanna  for  his  dedication  efforts  and  diligence.  10  Chapters  -  strong,  progres- 
sive district  with  enthusiasm  for  the  future.  Membership  884  -  net  loss  of  13  -  23  deaths. 
Attained  133%  of  RAM  goal. 

HURON  NO  6.  R.Ex.Comp.  Richard  Stevenson 

All  reports  received  -  excellent  and  detailed.  Confirms  one  Chapter  considering  amalgama- 
tion, three  lacking  candidates,  the  other  five  with  good  prospects  for  the  future.  Notable 
attainment  of  226%  of  RAM  goal. 

NIAGARA  NO.  7  R.Ex.Comp.  Robin  Smallbone 

All  reports  received  -  missing  statistics  information  -  questions  16-21  blank  on  official  visit 
report,  however  excellent  detailed  annual  report  on  each  Chapter.  District  is  maintaining 
membership  with  15  Royal  Arch  Conferrals  and  7  affiliations.  Strong  leadership  with  good 
prospects  for  the  future.  Eight  Chapters  -  net  loss  of  2.  Attained  138%  of  RAM  goal. 

TORONTO  NO.  8  R.Ex.Comp.  Ronald  Johnson 

All  reports  received  -  excellent  detailed  reports.  10  Chapters  -  membership  1013  -  net 
decrease  of  4  9  as  per  statistic  table.  Successful  amalgamation  of  King  Solomon's  No.  8  and 
Scarborough  No.  263.  We  note  Aurora  No.  235  and  University  No.  2441  with  a  net  increase 
of  6  and  5  respectively.  This  District  is  active  and  those  concerns  noted  have  been  properly 
dealt  with.  We  commend  Ex.  Comp.  J.B.  Evans  for  his  several  articles  thoughtfully  prepared 
on  matters  of  importance  and  interest.  Congratulations  to  R.Ex.Comp.  Clifford  Platten  and 
Ex.Comp.  Roy  Harrison,  recipients  of  District  Awards  of  Excellence  and  King  Solomon's 
Chapter  No.  8  for  receiving  the  Fred  Daubney  Memorial  Trophy  for  Chapter  excellence. 
Attained  296%  of  RAM  goal.

Excellent  detailed  reports  confirming  responsibilities  assumed  and  executed.  The  Committee 
commends  the  time  and  talents  of  R.  Ex.

Net  loss  of  72  of 
which  there  were  45  deaths.  The  Committee  is  aware  of  the  perplexity  embracing  Occident 
No.  77  and  acknowledge  the  positive  steps  that  are  in  motion  to  rectify.  Attained  392%  of 
RAM  goal. 

GEORGIAN  NO.  9  Rt.Ex.Comp.  Arthur  Settle 

No  annual,  statistic  table,  or  interim  report  -  9  Chapters.  Proficiency  in  ritual  generally  good 
to  excellent;  good  leadership  by  presiding  officers.  Average  attendance  is  18.  There  were  19 
exaltations  -  Chantry  No.  130  with  6  and  Kichikewana  No.  167  with  5.  Attained  243%  of 
RAM  goal. 
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ONTARIO  NO.  10  Rt.Ex.Comp.  George  Gifford 

Outstanding  comprehensive  reporting  -  reaffirms  a  strong,  progressive  district.  10  Chapters 
with  a  membership  of  991  -  reflecting  a  net  loss  of  24  of  which  23  were  claimed  through 
death.  Degree  work  is  proficient  with  virtually  no  open  books.  Pentalpha  No.  28  Oshawa  cele- 
brated its  125  Anniversary  -  well  planned  and  attended.  Attained  a  record  464%  of  RAM  goal. 

PRINCE  EDWARD  NO.  1 1  Rt.Ex.Comp.  Ken  Hutchinson 

All  reports  received  -  7  Chapters,  total  membership  -  634  showing  a  net  loss  of  20.  Two 
Chapters  are  struggling,  the  other  five  holding  their  own  with  good  prospects  for  the  future. 
Attained  105%  of  RAM  goal. 

ST.  LAWRENCE  NO.  12  Rt.Ex.Comp.  Richard  Suppes 

All  reports  received  -  six  Chapters  with  527  members  -  net  loss  of  20.  Five  Chapters  have 
good  prospects  for  the  future,  one  struggling;  however,  determined  to  succeed.  Attained 
109%  of  RAM  goal. 

OTTAWA  NO.  13  Rt.Ex.Comp.  Andy  Sequin 

All  reports  received-  excellent  detailed  reporting.  10  Chapters  -  membership  of  975-  net  loss 
of  13.  This  District  suffered  the  loss  of  40  members  by  death.  The  Committee  express  con- 
cern that  St.  John's  No.  148  failed  to  muster  a  quorum  on  two  occasions  and  actually  held 
only  three  convocations  during  the  year.  The  District  is  otherwise  strong;  however,  noting 
one  Chapter  with  145  members  has  49,  12  months  in  arrears.  We  are  confident  that  this  situ- 
ation has  already  improved.  Attained  163%  of  RAM  goal. 

ALGOMA  NO.  14  R.Ex.Comp.  John  Trenchard 

Reports  received.  From  the  information  at  hand,  it  appears  Quetico  No.  259  Atikokan  is  in 
violation  of  Sec.  79  (a)  of  the  Constitution.  It  was  reported  LAST  YEAR  that  No.  259  met 
March  30,  1992  which  was  the  first  meeting  with  a  quorum  since  October  1990.  The  Grand 
Superintendent  recommends  amalgamation  with  Alberton  No.  152  Fort  Francis  and  this 
Committee  heartily  concurs,  respectfully  suggesting  immediate  action  be  taken.  We  also 
regret  to  report,  for  the  second  consecutive  year,  Kenogamisis  No.  266  failed  to  must  a  quo- 
rum on  the  official  visit  of  the  Grand  Superintendent  after  had  travelled  four  hours  to  attend 
the  meeting.  The  Grand  First  Principal's  official  representative  should  not  be  subjected  to 
such  appalling  treatment.  Furthermore,  No.  266  met  only  twice  during  the  entire  year  viola- 
tion of  Sec.  (73i).  The  Committee  recommend  this  matter  be  referred  to  Grand  Council  for 
appropriate  action.  Seven  Chapters  report  a  membership  of  676,  a  loss  of  14  with  12 
conferrals.  Attained  58%  of  RAM  goal. 

NEW  ONTARIO  NO.  15  Rt.Ex.Comp.  George  Chambers 

Excellent  detailed  reports.  Four  Chapters  -  membership  593  -  net  loss  with  15  deaths  and  12 
exaltations.  All  Chapters  are  strong.  Congratulations  to  Espanola  No.  257  who  gave  a  bur- 
sary on  a  rotating  basis  among  three  high  schools  in  their  area.  They  also  have  a  fellow  craft 
degree  team  and  by  invitation,  confer  the  degree  in  any  of  the  Craft  Lodges  from  which  they 
recruit  members  -the  result  of  their  efforts  and  exposure  -  a  15%  membership  increase  from 
1978  to  1990.  "Action  speaks  louder  than  words!"  Attained  58%  of  RAM  goal. 

TEMISKAMING  NO.  16  Rt.Ex.Comp.  Donald  Smith 

Detailed  reports  -  four  Chapters  -  membership  191  -  net  loss  3-6  deaths.  We  note 
Northern  Light  No.  213,  Timmins  with  4  candidates  advanced  -  net  increase  of  3.  Many 
miles  separate  these  Chapters;  however,  good  communications  in  the  form  of  Grand 
Superintendent's  Newsletter  was  informative  and  a  positive  influence.  Attained  86%  of 
RAM  goal. 
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We  mourn  the  loss  of  354  Companions  over  the  past  year;  this  compares  to  361  last  year  and 
407  the  year  prior.  We  recall  happy  memories  of  our  departed  Companions  and  acknowledge 
their  many  accomplishments  and  devotion  to  this  Grand  Jurisdiction. 

We  are  pleased  that  the  efforts  to  stem  the  flow  of  decreasing  membership  to  show  positive  - 
resulting  in  a  net  membership  loss  of  297,  compared  to  31 1  in  1991  and  437  in  1990.

We  suggest  that  each  First  Principal  acquaint  himself  and  discuss  in  open  Chapter  the  criteria 
for  winning  this  coveted  award.  All  Chapter  have  an  opportunity  to  join  in  the  friendly  spirit 
of  competition,  which  generates  a  positive  participation. 

We  acknowledge  yet  another  year  of  outstanding  service  by  R. Ex. Comp.  Malcolm 
MacKenzie  and  his  Release  A  Miracle  Committee,  thanking  the  Chairman  for  keeping  us 
informed  that  we  may  "give  credit  where  credit  is  due". 

The  effort  of  the  Bursary  Committee  chaired  by  R.Ex.Comp.  Ronald  Mink  are  worthy  of 
approbation.  The  excellent  response  by  our  members  is  commensurate  to  the  dedication  of 
the  Committee  which  resulted  in  $23,100.00  donated  as  of  February  28,  1993. 

The  Committee  reviewed  138  official  visit  reports  by  the  Grand  Superintendents  noting  ten 
missing  (four  from  District  4).  Eighty-nine  of  these  reports  were  fully  completed.  There  were 
23  blanks  on  question  21,  7  blanks  of  18(a)  and  four  each  on  questions  19  and  23.  We  stress 
the  importance  of  all  Scribes  E  providing  the  required  information,  permitting  the  Grand 
Scribe  E  to  maintain  current  records  and  the  Grand  Superintendents  to  complete  their  annual 
reports.

Overall,  very  few  social  events,  including  Master  Mason  Nights  were  held,  and  the 
Committee  heartily  commends  this  type  of  activity,  which  has  proven,  generates  a  positive 
participation  -  remembering  to  include  the  Ladies. 
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v/  The  125th  Anniversary  of  Pentalpha  Chapter  No.  28,  Oshawa,  was  a  resounding  success.  An 
anniversary  affords  an  ideal  opportunity  to  not  only  celebrate  the  past,  but  promote  the  future. 

It  is  not  our  purpose  to  duplicate  the  important  data  that  will,  or  has  been  presented  by  the 
/    various  committee  chairman.  We  wish  only  to  express  our  acknowledgement  and  the  grati- 
tude of  all  Companions  for  their  time,  talents  and  valuable  contribution  to  the  overall  admin- 
istration of  this  Grand  Jurisdiction. 

We  thank  the  Grand  Superintendents  for  assuming  their  respective  duties  and  acknowledge 
the  tremendous  amount  of  time,  energy  and  dedication  that  was  generally  evident.  The  expe- 
rience and  knowledge  gained  during  their  term  of  office  has  given  them  further  comprehen- 
sion of  the  aims  and  objectives  of  our  Royal  Craft,  and  better  equipped  them  to  continue  to 
serve  with  honour  and  distinction.

REPORT  OF 

THE  COMMITTEE  ON 

CONSTITUTION,  LAWS  AND  JURISPRUDENCE 

To  the  Most  Excellent  the  Grand  First  Principal,  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Grand  Chapter 
Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario. 

Most  Excellent  Sir  and  Companions: 

As  Chairman,  and  on  behalf  of  this  Committee,  may  I  report  that  since  our  last  Annual 
Grand  Convocation,  in  April  of  this  past  year  fifty-one  applications  for  amendment  of  by- 
laws have  been  received,  reviewed  and  returned  to  Grand  Chapter. 
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Many  of  these  related  to  changes  in  fees  and  dues  that  were  left  over  from  the  previous  year. 
However  with  the  amendment  to  our  Constitution  in  April  1992,  these  may  more  effectively 
be  handled  directly  by  the  Grand  Chapter  office  provided  that  the  prescribed  form  and  mini- 
mum amounts  set  forth  by  the  Constitution  are  met. 

All  requests  with  the  exception  of  six  were  recommended  for  acceptance.  These  were  in  con- 
flict with  the  Constitution. 

We  would  note  an  alarming  number  of  requests  were  many  months  old,  one  dating  back  to 
1989.  This  supports  feed  back  from  Chapters  regarding  the  delay  in  our  Grand  Chapter's 
processing  their  requests. 

At  the  time  of  writing  all  applications  have  been  processed,  none  are  outstanding  review 
from  this  Committee,  and  we  should  now  be  able  to  assist  each  Chapter  through  timely 
response  to  their  need  in  the  future. 

Your  Committee  has  received  each  of  the  Notices  of  Motion  to  amend  the  Constitution  and 
finds  that  the  Motions  before  you  at  this  Grand  Convocation  does  not  offend  our 
Constitution  on  the  grounds  or  irregularity  or  unconstitutionality 

Your  Committee  has  also  been  requested  to  research  and  report  in  detail  on  three  items  of 
concern. 

1 .  Meetings  of  the  Grand  Executive  Committee 

2.  Election  of  Officers  of  Grand  Chapter 

3.  Publication  of  names  of  Companions  seeking  office  in  Chapter  summons. 

(See  Supplementary  Report)

Most  Excellent  the  Grand  First  Principal  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of 
Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario. 

Most  Excellent  Sir; 

This  Committee  has  recently  received  queries  seeking  clarification  of  our  Grand  Chapters 
Constitution  regarding  "Election  of  Officers"  and  "Publication  of  Names  of  Companions 
Seeking  Office". 

Your  Committee  has  researched  these  subjects  and  comment  as  follows: 

1.  "What  is  to  happen  if  NO  Companion  is  nominated  for  an  elected  office  as  set  forth  in 
Chapter  13  of  the  Constitution?  (NOMINATION  OF  OFFICERS)  Can  he  be  nominated  and 
elected  at  the  Annual  Convocation"? 
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In  a  recent  writing  regarding  Meetings  of  the  Grand  Executive  Committee,  we  commented 
that  'the  Constitution  sets  forth  minimum  requirements,  which  must  be  met  and  adhered  to, 
and  in  but  a  few  specific  instances,  it  is  not  limited". 

The  Nomination  and  Election  of  Officers,  Publication  of  Names  of  a  Candidate  to  an 
Elective  Office  are  instances  where  our  Constitution  is  specific  and  limiting. 

With  regard  to  "No  nominations  for  an  Office",  our  Constitution  fails  to  provide  specifically 
for  this  situation,  we  must  therefore  seek  guidance  within  other  areas  of  the  Constitution. 

These  are: 

-  Section  13  (Nomination  of  Officers)  is  specific  and  requires  that  each  nomination  must  be 
in  writing  and  must  be  sent  by  registered  mail  or  delivered  in  hand  to  the  Grand  Scribe  Ezra 
Office  and  to  be  received  by  Him,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  February  prior  to  the  meeting 
of  Grand  Chapter  at  which  the  voting  has  to  take  place.  Therefore  nominations  can  not  take 
place  within  Grand  Chapter  for  Offices  Elected  at  Grand  Chapter. 

-  Section  19  (b)  Both  elected  and  appointed  Officers  will  be  respectively  installed  and 
invested  at  the  Annual  Convocation,  and  hold  their  respective  officers  until  the  next  Annual 
Convocation  or  until  their  successors  have  been  regularly  elected,  appointed,  installed  or 
invested.  This  section  will  apply  failing  all  else  and  the  incumbent  will  remain  in  office  until 
the  following  Convocation  or  until  he  resigns. 

-  Section  20  (g),  (h)  and  (i)  provide  for  the  filling  of  an  Office  which  becomes  vacant  for  a 
number  of  reasons.  Should  the  incumbent  choose  not  remain  in  office  for  a  second  term  the 
Grand  First  Principal  would  appoint  a  replacement  for  the  balance  of  the  term. 

-  Section  21  (a)  The  Grand  First  Principal  will  as  soon  as  possible  after  his  installation, 
appoint  the  Grand  Chapter  Officers  whose  appointment  is  not  otherwise  provided  for  by  the 
Constitution.  Should  the  Grand  First  Principal  choose  to  fill  an  office  for  the  good  of  the 
Order  and  of  the  incumbent,  who  chooses  to  complete  his  term  but  does  not  wish  to  contin- 
ue, nor  does  he  wish  to  resign,  however  no  companion  has  been  elected  in  his  stead  the 
Grand  First  Principal  may  do  so  under  the  provision  of  this  section. 

2.  Most  Excellent  Sir,  the  present  situation  regarding  the  Office  of  Grand  Registrar  having 
no  nominations  may  be  addressed  within  our  constitution  through: 

-  the  incumbent  remaining  in  office  for  an  additional  period, 

-  or  the  Grand  First  Principal  may  choose  to  appoint  a  Past  Principal  to  the  Office,  at 
Grand  Chapter. 

3.  Much  discussion  has  taken  place  regarding  a  Companions  name  appearing  on  the  List 
of  Nominations  distributed  by  our  Grand  Chapter  Office  as  appointed  for  the  elected  office 
of  Grand  Registrar.  It  is  our  understanding  that  the  publication  of  this  name,  was  intended  to 
advise  the  membership  that  there  was  no  nomination  and  that  an  appointment  would  be 
made.  To  prevent  future  discussion  a  simple  statement  to  this  affect  would  suffice. 

4.  Most  Excellent  Sir  we  would  recommend  consideration  be  given  to  amending  the 
Constitution  to  provide  specifically  for  the  situation  where  no  nominations  are  received  in 
the  future.  This  may  be  through  either  authorizing  the  Grand  First  Principal  to  place  in  nomi- 
nation the  name  of  a  Past  Principal  to  an  elected  office  should  there  be  no  submissions,  or  if 
all  members  nominated  for  an  office  were  to  withdraw  as  provided.  Alternately  we  may  clar- 
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ify  the  Grand  First  Principals  duties  and  power  specifically  to  appoint  an  individual  in  this 
situation. 

5.  We  have  been  advised  that  again  a  number  of  instances  have  occurred  recently  where  a 
Companions  name  has  appeared  in  a  summons  as  a  candidate  for  election  to  a  Grand  Chapter 
office.  The  situations  brought  to  our  attention  relate  specifically  to  the  office  of  Grand 
Superintendent  in  Districts  where  rotation  is  the  practise  and  the  results  are  a  fore  gone  con- 
clusion. May  we  comment  on  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution: 

-  Section  77  (b)  No  reference  to  any  Royal  Arch  Mason  seeking  election  of  office  will  be 
made  in  a  summons. 

-  Section  94  (h)  DUTIES  -  THE  FIRST  PRINCIPAL,  He  will  be  responsible  for  the  con- 
tents of  all  summons. 

-  Section  13  (i)  No  Companion  will  permit  his  name  to  be  published  other  by  Section:  BAL- 
LOT PAPERS 

-  Section  13  (j)  Violation  of  the  foregoing  regulation  shall  result  in  the  disqualification  of 
the  Companion  as  a  candidate  for  any  elective  office  or  for  the  Grand  Executive. 

-  Section  24  (e)  ELECTION  of  GRAND  SUPERINTENDENT,  The  Grand  Superintendent 
of  the  District  will  be  elected  by  a  majority  of  the  Past,  First,  Second  and  Third  Principals 
returned  and  present. 

Should  a  Companions  name  be  published  in  a  summons  as  a  candidate  for  an  elective  office 
responsibility  rest  solely  with  the  First  Principal  for  violation  of  the  provisions  of  Section  77 
and  94  of  the  Constitution  and  his  obligation  thereto  and  he  should  be  dealt  with  as  deemed 
appropriate  by  the  Grand  First  Principal. 

A  Companion  whose  name  has  appeared  in  a  summons  as  a  candidate  for  an  elected  office 
may  be  disqualified  ONLY  IF  HE  HAS  VIOLATED  SECTION  13  (I)  by  PERMITTING  his 
name  to  be  published.  Then  and  then  only  may  he  be  disqualified. 

As  discussion  to  this  subject,  it  is  intended  to  hold  the  First  Principal  accountable  for  his 
summons.  Likewise  it  is  intended  to  prohibit  the  publication  of  names  in  a  summons  to  pre- 
vent campaigning,  etc.  within  the  order. 

At  the  same  time  we  are  preventing  the  campaigning,  we  must  also  protect  the  membership 
and  the  individual  from  the  errors  of  others,  regardless  of  the  intent.  This  is  the  reasoning 
behind  Section  13  (i)  and  (j).  If  a  Companion  permitted  his  name  to  be  published  then  he  had 
breached  the  Constitution  and  must  be  disqualified.  If  some  other  Companion  has  published 
his  name  without  his  permission  then  he  must  not  bear  the  burden  of  their  error  through  dis- 
qualification. In  this  case  there  are  no  constitutional  grounds  for  disqualification  under 
Section  13  (j). 

6.  We  trust  this  assists  in  your  consideration  and  dealing  with  these  delicate  and  most  impor- 
tant matters

There 
are  times  when  a  individual  running  for  office  is  unaware  of  his  name  appearing  in  a 
Summons.  We  hope  that  this  breach  of  the  Constitution  does  not  happen  again. 

We  agree  with  the  Grand  First  Principal's  rejection  of  the  nomination  of  an  Ex.  Comp.  for 
the  office  of  Grand  Superintendent  of  Wilson  District  No.  3,  when  this  individual  has  not 
served  as  a  First  Principal  and  who  does  not  reside  in  the  District. 
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Regarding  the  unfilled  office  of  Grand  Registrar,  due  to  no  nomination  being  received  this 
year,  the  majority  of  this  Committee  do  not  concur  with  the  action  taken  by  the  Grand 
First  Principal  as  an  appointment  is  not  in  accordance  with  the  current  Constitution. 

We  acknowledge  the  efforts  and  concerns  of  the  Regalia  Committee  and  congratulate  M.  Ex. 
Comp.  Charles  W.  Emmett  and  his  Committee  for  their  recommendations  for  the  regalia. 

We  recognize  the  outstanding  contribution  of  our  Grand  Chapter  Bursary  Committee,  under 
the  Chairmanship  of  Rt.  Ex.  Comp.  Ronald  Mink,  who  have  certainly  excelled  this  year.  To 
Rt.  Ex.  Comp.  Dale  Plant,  your  efforts  are  an  inspiration  to  all  in  this  Grand  Chapter.  You, 
my  Companions  will  reach  the  goal  set  by  our  Grand  First  Principal  this  coming  year.

I  also  received  the  RAM  jewels  of  Ex.  Comp.  Alex.  Kearney,  Past  Principal  of  Keystone 
Chapter  No.  35,  who  died  at  the  age  of  107.

REPORT  OF  THE  GRAND  HISTORIAN 

To  the  Most  Excellent  the  Grand  First  Principal,  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Grand  Chapter 
of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario. 

Most  Excellent  Sir  and  Companions: 

Since  our  last  Annual  Convocation  of  Grand  Chapter  held  at  Toronto  in  April  1992  some 
events  of  historical  importance  have  occurred. 

April  25,  1992  Vimy  Chapter  No.  214  of  London  District  No  2  had  the  Lodge  Room  at 
Oil  Springs,  dedicated  for  Royal  Arch  purposes. 

May  23,  1992  saw  the  amalgamation  of  Moira  Chapter  No.  7  and  Quinte  Friendship 
Chapter  No.  227,  both  of  Belleville,  to  known  as  Quinte  Friendship  Moira  Chapter  No.  7  in 
Prince  Edward  District  No.  11. 

Moira  Chapter  No.  6  was  originally  instituted  on  May  29,  1856  holding  a  Warrant  from  the 
Provincial  Grand  Chapter  of  Upper  Canada  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  United  Grand 
Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  England. 

Owing  to  the  shortcomings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  Grand  Chapter  of  England  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Canada  was  organized  in  1885  and  in  June  1857  the  largest  portion  of  the 
Chapters  in  Canada  holding  Warrants  from  the  Grand  Chapter  of  England  withdrew  their 
allegiance  and  formed  the  Grand  chapter  of  Canada  which  was  recognized  by  England  on 
December  1,  1858  and  independence  recognized  in  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of 
England  in  1859. 

Moira  Chapter  No.  7  was  instituted  under  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Canada  August  3,  1858  with 
No.  6  given  to  St.  John's  Chapter  in  Hamilton. 

September  30,  1992  saw  the  Lodge  Room  used  for  Royal  Arch  purposes  at  10  Park  Street, 
Welland  dedicated  for  Wilson  Chapter  No.  64,  in  Niagara  District  No.  7. 
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October  3,  1992  Pentalpha  Chapter  No.  28,  Oshawa  in  Ontario  District  No.  10  celebrated  its 
125  Anniversary  under  the  presiding  First  Principal  Excellent  Companion  John  Tamblyn. 

Dispensation  for  the  formation  of  Pentalpha  Chapter  was  granted  October  18,  1866  and  was 
duly  consecrated  November  7,  1866  by  the  Grand  Superintendent  of  Toronto  District,  Right 
Excellent  Companion  James  Adams.  This  assembly  was  held  in  the  Corinthian  Hall  situated  at 
No.  6  King  Street,  Oshawa.  The  First  Principal  was  Excellent  Companion  William  McCabe. 
Following  the  consecration  the  major  item  of  business  was  the  balloting  on  twenty-three  (23) 
applicants,  ten  (10)  of  whom  were  present  and  received  their  Mark  Mast  Mason  degree. 

Pentalpha  Chapter  No.  28  was  issued  its  Warrant  by  authority  and  under  the  sanction  of  the 
Grand  Chapter  of  Canada  of  the  city  of  Hamilton  in  the  Province  of  Ontario  in  the  Dominion 
of  Canada  on  August  13,  1867.  The  Grand  First  Principal  being  Most  Excellent  Companion 
Thomas  Douglas  Harrington  who  held  office  for  the  years  1858  to  1860  and  1863  to  1871 
and  the  Grand  Scribe  Ezra,  Right  Excellent  Companion  Thomas  Bird  Harris  who  held  office 
from  1857  to  1873. 

The  October  1887  Chapter  records  shows  Pentalpha  Chapter  moving  to  Bowmanville  at  a 
cost  of  three  dollars  ($3.00)  and  returning  to  Oshawa  in  1890. 

The  first  convocation  of  Pentalpha  Chapter  in  the  new  Masonic  Building,  91  Centre  Street, 
Oshawa  was  held  May  13,  1929  and  the  Chapter  Room  was  dedicated  June  6,  1929. 

Chapter  records  indicate  that  Grand  Chapter,  on  February  4,  1936,  instructed  Constituent 
Chapters  to  observe  a  three  (3)  month  period  of  mourning  'Tn  memory  of  our  late  beloved 
King  George  V"  and  in  1952  the  Chapters  to  be  draped  "In  honour  of  our  beloved  King 
George  VT 

An  Emergent  meeting  of  the  Chapter  was  held  on  February  21,  1939  to  obey  the  command 
of  the  Grand  First  Principal  that  a  Re-Consecrating  Ceremony  be  held  "To  re-affirm  faith  in 
the  ideals  and  purposes  for  which  Ancient  Craft  Masonry  stands" 

Lebanon  Chapter  No. 220  Toronto  District  8A  held  on  November  18,  1992  in  the  Etobicoke 
Masonic  Building  a  Masonic  Memorial  Service  in  memory  of  their  departed  Companion  and 
dedicated  mason  Right  Excellent  Companion  Robert  Thornton  Rigby  Grand  Scribe  Ezra 
Emeritus.  This  memorable  memorial  service  attended  by  the  Grand  Council  and  numerous 
Grand  Chapter  Officers  of  present  and  past  rank,  Excellent  Companions  and  Companions 
was  conducted  by  Right  Excellent  Companion  Rev.  Beverley  Leslie,  Past  Grand  Chaplin, 
assisted  by  Most  Excellent  Donald  F.  Kline  and  Most  Excellent  Companion  Charles  W. 
Emmett  who  gave  a  most  touching  and  heart  felt  eulogy  with  respect  to  his  departed  friend 
who  passed  to  the  Grand  Chapter  above  on  September  7,  1992. 

On  November  27,  1992  Toronto  Antiquity  Chapter  No.  91,  Toronto  District  8 A  held  a 
William  Dixon  Night  with  Companions  and  their  ladies  in  attendance.  This  night  was  a  night 
of  appreciation  to  Very  Excellent  Companion  L.  William  Dixon  who  was  celebrating  fifty 
(50)  years  in  masonry,  forty  (40)  years  a  Royal  Arch  Mason,  his  fiftieth  (50)  wedding 
anniversary  on  Christmas  Day  next  and  Scribe  Ezra  of  his  Chapter  for  sixteen  (16)  years, 
(1975  to  1991)  and  Secretary  Treasurer  of  Grand  Chapters'  Medical  Research  Fund,  Release 
A  miracle  since  its  inception  in  1982. 

January  16,  1993  saw  the  amalgamation  of  King  Solomon's  Chapter  No.  8,  Toronto  District 
8  of  Markham  and  Scarborough  Chapter  No.  263,  Toronto  District  8  of  Scarborough.  They 
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are  to  hold  their  meetings  in  the  Scarborough  Masonic  Building  2201  Ellesmere  Road, 
Scarborough.  King  Solomon's  Chapter  was  instituted  in  1859  and  Scarborough  Chapter  in  1961. 

Scarborough  Chapter  Warrant  of  Constitution  was  granted  April  10,  1962  with  Consecration 
performed  under  the  direction  of  the  Grand  First  Principal  Most  Excellent  Companion 
Charles  W.  Emmett  on  June  5,  1962,  the  First  Principal  being  Excellent  Companion  H.P. 
Hopkinson. 

Very  Excellent  Companion  Ernest  Edward  Reid,  born  in  Toronto  February  27,  1887  is  con- 
sidered to  be  the  founder  of  Scarborough  Chapter  ably  assisted  by  Excellent  Companion  C. 
Lome  Ford. 

The  first  meeting  of  Scarborough  was  held  under  dispensation  on  January  16,  1962  at  the 
Thornhill  Masonic  Building  with  Most  Excellent  Companion  Charles  W.  Emmett  elected  as 
its  first  Honorary  Member.  The  Grand  Superintendent  of  Toronto  District  No.  8  at  that  time 
being  Right  Excellent  Companion  J.J.  Mehaffey. 

The  second  meeting  of  the  Chapter  was  held  on  February  6,  1962  in  the  new  Scarborough 
Masonic  Building  at  Markham  and  Ellesmere  Roads  to  confer  the  Mark  Master  Degree.  The 
visitors  of  the  evening  were  headed  by  Right  Excellent  Companion  B.  Salford,  Grand 
Superintendent  of  Toronto  District  No.  8A.,  Right  Worshipful  Brother  Louis  S.  Beak,  who  as 
District  Deputy  Grand  Master  has  assisted  at  the  turning  of  the  first  sod  for  the  new  Masonic 
Building,  was  the  first  candidate  to  enter  the  lodge  room  followed  by  Very  Worshipful  W. 
Stricher  who  had  been  his  District  Secretary,  to  receive  the  Mark  Master  Degree  under  the 
direction  of  Excellent  Companion  F.C.  Alley. 

Excellent  Companion  A.R.  Davidson,  Treasurer  of  Scarborough  Chapter  is  to  be  congratulat- 
ed for  the  many  hours  of  dedication  in  the  completion  of  a  most  enlightening  history  of 
Scarborough  Chapter  No.  263,  (1961  to  1993) 

Royal  Arch  Masonry  was  established  in  Toronto,  then  York,  in  the  year  1800  when  Royal 
Arch  Lodge  No.  16  was  formed  out  of  the  membership  of  Rawdon  Lodge  No.  498  E.  R. 
(English  Register),  known  as  "The  Lodge  between  the  Lakes"  that  worked  from  1793  to 
1800.  St.  John's  Chapter,  Royal  Arch  Masons,  which  was  attached  to  Royal  Arch  Lodge  No. 
16  was  formally  organized  on  June  24,  1801.  It  was  from  St.  John's  Chapter  that  the  twelve 
Charter  Members  of  King  Solomon's  Chapter  belonged. 

Dispensation  for  King  Solomon's  Chapter  was  issued  on  May  18,  1857.  The  first  Principal 
being  Excellent  Companion  George  L.  Allen,  but  he  only  occupied  the  position  for  a  month 
or  two,  for  in  the  same  year  Excellent  Companion  Kivas  Tully,  who  was  High  Priest  at  St. 
John's  Chapter  No.  4  P.R.  (Provincial  Register)  in  1853 

Excellent  Companion  Kivas  became  Grand  Superintendent  of  the  Toronto  District  as  well  as 
Grand  Third  Principal  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Canada  in  1858  and  in  the  year  1891  the  rank 
of  an  Honorary  Past  Grand  First  Principal  was  conferred  upon  him. 

King  Solomon's  Chapter  received  its  warrant  dated  March  8,  1860,  the  same  date  that  St.  St. 
Andrew's  Chapter  of  Toronto  and  other  Chapters  belonging  to  the  newly  formed  Grand 
Chapter  of  Canada  received  their  warrants. 

Minutes  show  that  in  1879  King  Solomon's  Chapter  leased  a  "very  tastily  furnished  suite  of 
rooms  in  Victoria  Chambers",  located  at  the  corner  of  Victoria  and  Adelaide  Streets, 
Toronto.  On  June  16,  1879  it  was  decided  that  Life  Membership  could  be  obtained  in  the 
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Chapter  for  those  in  good  standing  for  ten  (10)  years  for  the  sum  of  ten  (10)  dollars,  those  for 
two  (2)  for  the  sum  of  twenty  (20)  dollars  and  to  allow  Adoniram  Council  of  the  Cryptic  Rite 
to  have  use  of  the  Chapter  rooms  for  the  sum  of  sixty  (60)  dollars  per  year. 

January  7, 
1898  in  the  Masonic  Hall,  Temple  Building,  Bay  and  Richmond  Streets,  Toronto,  January 
24,  1918  at  888  Yonge  Street  Masonic  Building  and  subsequently  moving  to  Markham 
Temple  and  then  to  Scarborough  Masonic  Building  at  Markham  and  Ellesmere  Roads, 
Scarborough, 

Very  Excellent  Companion  F.H.  McNeil  and  his  predecessor  Right  Companion  Henry  T. 
Smith,  Historian  of  King  Solomon's  Chapter  1857  to  1957  and  on  Royal  Arch  Masonry  in 
general  in  the  Toronto  area  in  the  1800's. 

March  27,  1993  saw  the  Lodge  Room  used  for  Royal  Arch  purposes  in  Kincardine  dedicated 
for  Havelock  Chapter  No.  63,  Huron  District  No.  6.

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FRATERNAL  REVIEW 

To  the  Most  Excellent,  the  Grand  First  Principal,  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario. 

Most  Excellent  Sir  and  Companions: 

Once  again,  it  has  been  my  privilege  to  prepare  this  report,  this  time  with  the  assistance  of 
Rt.  Ex.  Comp.  William  Klapatiuk  and  Rt.  Ex.  Comp.  Fred  Garvin.  We  wish  to  thank  M.  Ex. 
Comp.  G.  Robert  Jackson  for  giving  us  the  opportunity  of  serving  on  this  Committee,  and  M. 
Ex.  Comp.  Edward  Elcombe,  our  Grand  Scribe  E.,  for  his  advice  and  assistance  in  providing 
the  Proceedings  of  other  Jurisdictions. 

We  have  read  with  interest  the  Proceedings  available  from  Canada,  the  United  States  of 
America,  Scotland,  New  South  Wales  and  Victoria.  As  in  previous  years,  some  Proceedings 
are  packed  with  valuable  information,  while  others  are  almost  devoid  of  any  words  of  wis- 
dom. 

Where  statistics  were  available,  most  Grand  Jurisdictions  reported  net  losses  in  membership. 
Once  again,  this  year,  these  statistics  for  the  Grand  Jurisdictions  reviewed  are  shown  in  chart 
form  for  easy  reference  (see  APPENDIX  'A'). 

Your  Committee  has  emphasized  many  of  the  positive  steps  taken  or  suggested  by  other 
Grand  Jurisdictions  to  further  the  cause  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry,  AND  to  keep  up  with  the 
latest  trends,  new  ideas  and  the  status  of  other  Grand  Jurisdictions,  with  the  view  in  mind  of 
making  our  Grand  Jurisdiction,  and  the  Chapters  therein,  better  and  better. 

We  realize  that  this  Committee's  report  of  some  47  pages  last  year  was  perhaps  a  little 
lengthy.  With  this  in  mind,  our  report  this  year  has  been  trimmed  down  substantially,  in 
order  to  reduce  printing  costs.  This  year,  we  have  reviewed  the  Proceedings  of  the  Grand 
Convocations  held  in  1992  only. 

Before  we  get  into  the  actual  report,  we  might  point  out  several  recurring  themes  evident  in 
most  proceedings: 

(1)  Membership,  not  only  in  the  York  Rite,  but  in  the  entire  Masonic  fraternity,  continues  to 
decline  at  an  alarming  rate;  and, 

(2)  Chapters  everywhere  still  continue  to  file  late  annual  returns  (to  the  total  disgust  of  their 
Scribe  E's  and  Secretaries); 

(3)  There  is  much  encouragement  for: 

(a)  the  continued  amalgamation  of  Chapters; 

(b)  continued  co-operation  between  all  Masonic  bodies; 

(c)  the  inclusion  of  family  in  Chapter  activities,  and  the  opening  up  of  Installation 
Ceremonies  and  other  Ceremonies  to  family  and  non-Masons;  and, 

(d)  support  for  Demolay,  and  participation  in,  and  support  of,  Symbolic  Lodges. 
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In  conclusion,  this  has  been  a  most  interesting  and  rewarding  educational  experience  for  all 
of  us.

ALABAMA  - 1992 

The  165th  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of  Alabama  was  held  in 
Birmingham,  Alabama  on  February  23rd,  24th  and  25th,  1992,  with  Teddy  R.  Grogan,  Sr. 
presiding  as  Grand  High  Priest. 

The  third  annual  Craft  Shop,  with  donated  hand-made  items,  was  open  throughout  the  Grand 
Session.  The  proceeds  of  the  sales,  which  amounted  to  $740.01,  was  equally  divided 
between  the  three  Grand  York  Rite  charities.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  in  its  annual  report, 
the  Committee  for  Research  Assistance  reported  that  it  had  received  donations  from 
Chapters  of  only  $740.00,  and  that  only  4  Chapters  had  donated  to  this  worthy  cause. 


ALBERTA  - 1992 

The  78th  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of  Alberta  was  held 
in  Red  Deer,  Alberta  on  May  8th  and  9th,  1992,  with  Ernest  Jesse  Carr  presiding  as  Grand 
First  Principal. 

The  traditional  custom,  which  has  been  carried  on  since  May,  1978,  of  inviting  the  ladies  to 
attend  the  Ceremonial  Opening  of  Grand  Chapter  and  the  Reception  of  Distinguished 
Guests,  was  continued.  At  the  end  of  the  Fraternal  Greetings,  the  Companions  who  had  been 
nominated  for  Grand  Office  were  introduced  to  those  assembled  by  the  Grand  First 
Principal. 

At  the  Grand  Convocation,  the  Grand  District  Superintendents  and  the  First  Principals  of  all 
Chapters  were  received  and  welcomed  by  the  Grand  First  Principal. 

The  Committee  on  the  Condition  of  Capitular  Masonry  reported  that  Affirmation  Services 
give  Chapters  an  opportunity  to  show  their  communities  that  they  are  alive  and  well. 

The  Long  Range  Planning  Committee  quoted  a  story,  found  in  the  Royal  Arch  Magazine 
Spring  1992  issue,  of  a  very  well-educated  man  observing  a  younger  'foolish'  man  throwing 
starfish  back  into  the  sea,  one  by  one,  up  and  down  a  beach,  to  save  their  lives.  He  pointed 
out  to  the  young  man  that  there  were  miles  of  coastiine,  and  he  was  only  one  person.  The 
point  was  that  the  young  man  was  "trying  to  change  the  world,  just  in  his  corner  .  .  .  Start 
with  the  little  things,  then  the  bigger  ones  will  begin  to  follow  into  place  with  time.  Do  not 
give  up  hope,  for  dispirit  is  a  negative  energy,  and  we  will  fill  our  minds  with  positive 
thoughts.  Positive  energy  produces  positive  results.  Think  positive,  and  you  will  receive 
good  things." 
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I"he  Grind  Chapter  of  Alberta  has  a  "Youth  Endowment  Trust  Fund"  which  is  the  Chapters' 
"Flagship  in  the  Community".  It  was  stated  that  this  Trust  Fund  "has  made  many  friends  for 
Royal  Arch  Masons.  For  the  past  3  years,  our  Trust  Fund  has  brought  comfort  and  happiness 
to  over  1000  young  children  and  4  institutions...  The  Elementary  Schools  in  the  fringe  areas 
average  some  250  children  each.  There  are  hot  lunch  programs  and/or  mid  morning  snacks 
available,  and  help  to  fill  empty  stomachs." 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  Grand  First  Principal  attended  some  type  of  Masonic  'Camping 
Weekend'  at  Cold  Lake,  Alberta  during  the  year,  although  no  details  were  provided. 

The  Committee  on  Library,  Research  and  Education  requested  recorded  Chapter  Histories  for 
the  Grand  Chapter's  archives,  and  requested  that  Chapters  turn  in  their  old  records  for  secu- 
rity... "Remember,  Fire  or  Water  can  destroy  your  History  quicker  than  we  can  make  it". 


ARKANSAS  - 1992 

The  143rd  Grand  Convocation  of  the  Most  Excellent  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of  Arkansas 
was  held  on  March  12th,  13th  and  14th,  1992  in  North  Little  Rock,  Arkansas,  with  Thomas 
L.  May,  Sr.  presiding  as  Grand  High  Priest. 

Comp.  Harold  Cristil  reported  on  a  'half  sheckle'  program  that  he  had  been  operating  for  a 
number  of  years.  He  stated  that  the  coins  come  directly  from  Israel,  are  genuine,  and  are  the 
basis  of  his  project.  He  strongly  advocated  that  those  members  who  had  purchased  half 
sheckles  from  him  give  them  to  candidates  who  get  the  Mark  Master  Degree  .  .  .  "Money  is 
not  very  good  as  long  as  you  keep  it  in  your  pocket  .  .  .  Then,  replace  those  that  you  give 
away."  This  Companion  obtains  his  half  sheckles  from  a  past  Grand  Officer  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Israel,  but  reports  that  these  coins  are  now  becoming  harder  and  harder  to  get, 
even  in  Israel.  He  sells  the  half  sheckles  for  $2.00,  and  since  the  program  was  started,  he  has 
raised  over  $10,000.00  (presumably  for  some  worthy  project). 

In  his  address,  The  Grand  High  Priest  stated  that  with  the  core  of  dedicated  Masons  that 
exists  in  Arkansas,  "there  is  no  reasons  for  not  being  able  to  restore  York  Rite  Masonry  back 
to  its  rightful  role  as  a  driving  force  in  Masonry  in  Arkansas.  However,  for  this  to  be  accom- 
plished, we  must  establish  a  closer  working  relationship  with  our  Blue  Lodges.  Companions, 
don't  bite  the  hand  that  feeds  you.  If  they  don't  do  well,  we  don't  do  well.  Strong  support  of 
DeMolay  is  also  encouraged.  Because  of  the  high  percentage  of  DeMolay  that  become 
Masons,  it  will  work  like  a  savings  account  for  us  ...  it  is  time  to  go  to  work,  or  we  will  self- 
destruct.  Hard  work  and  Masonic  unity  are  the  answers." 

Comp.  Eldon  Brooks  of  Texas,  in  bringing  greetings  from  the  State  of  Texas,  in  typical 
Texan  tradition  recounted  how  so  many  things  had  gone  bad  in  Texas  lately  (including  the  S 
&  L  scandal),  that  "God  looked  down  upon  us  and  he  thought  that  we  needed  cleaning  up,  so 
he  has  been  giving  us  a  lot  of  rain.  It  has  rained  so  much  in  Texas  that  the  crawdads  have 
moved  out  of  Louisiana  over  to  Texas,  and  they  had  to  fight  so  hard  to  get  there  they  lost 
their  pinchers  and  their  snouts  grew  long,  and  now  they  call  them  alligators  in  Texas".  (He 
also  had  a  great  3-legged  chicken  story).  However,  he  pointed  out  that  the  Royal  Arch 
Masons  "have  faith  in  Texas.  We  own  and  operate  the  home  for  aged  Masons  in  Texas.  And 
we  took  the  endeavor  of  building  a  new  nursing  home  facility  at  the  home  for  aged  Masons 
at  Arlington." 
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Comp.  R.  Glenn  Capps,  Rt.  Excellent  General  Grand  King  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter 
Royal  Arch  Masons,  Int'l,  in  his  remarks,  told  about  'dedicated  Masons'  -  specifically,  what 
it  is  like  to  be  a  Mason  in  Austria.  "You  take  your  Entered  Apprentice  degree  and  you  wait 
12  months.  If  you  have  been  a  serving  brother,  you  might  be  allowed  to  take  your  Fellow 
Craft  degree.  Twelve  months  after  you  take  your  Fellow  Craft  degree,  if  you  have  been  a 
deserving  brother  you  might  be  raised  to  the  sublime  degree  of  Master  Mason.  And  any- 
where from  1  to  3  years  after  that,  you  may  receive  the  honor  of  the  Mark  Master  Degree. 
Now,  for  this  little  country  boy  from  North  Carolina,  that  was  an  eye  opener.  We  don't  have 
Masons  in  this  country  that  would  ever  be  raised  if  they  had  to  wait  2  years  to  take  the 
Master  Mason's  degree.  There  are  a  few,  but  if  you  think  we  have  trouble  getting  members 
now,  you  tell  them  that  it  will  take  10  days  to  2  weeks  to  learn  the  catechism,  and  they  shake 
their  heads.  Wait  24  months,  uh,  uh." 


BRITISH  COLUMBIA  and  the  YUKON  -  1992 

The  74th  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  British  Columbia  and  the  Yukon 
was  held  in  Vernon,  British  Columbia  on  June  11th,  12th  and  13th,  1992,  with  H.  James 
White  presiding  as  Grand  First  Principal 

An  'Informal'  Grand  Chapter  was  opened  on  the  evening  of  the  first  day,  at  which  time  the 
Memorial  Service  was  held,  and  after  which  the  Grand  First  Principal  held  a  reception  for 
refreshments  and  a  social  period. 

In  his  address,  the  Grand  First  Principal  stated,  ".  .  .  with  positive  pride  a  solid  Catenarian 
Arch  can  be  built  brick  by  brick  ...  no  unsurmountable  problem  can  be  solved  in  one  solu- 
tion. But  by  taking  any  problem  apart  into  separate  units  it  can  be  solved  brick  by  brick  in 
each  Chapter,  thus  ensuring  Royal  Arch  Masonry  can  survive  until  time  shall  be  no  more." 

This  Grand  Chapter  has  two  funds  of  interest:  the  'Regalia  Fund'  and  the  'Grand  Chapter 
Convocation  Fund'.  The  Regalia  Fund  is  funded  from  the  receipt  and  sale  of  regalia  by 
Grand  Chapter,  donations,  and  investment  interest.  The  Grand  Chapter  Convocation  Fund  is 
funded  from  Grand  Convocation  registration  fees  collected,  and  is  limited  to  a  maximum  of 
$3,000.00,  with  the  excess  going  into  the  General  Fund. 

The  Committee  on  Finance  recommended  that  the  annual  per  capita  dues  payable  to  Grand 
Chapter  be  increased  to  $10.00  .  They  had  already  been  increased  from  $6.00  to  $8.00  the 
previous  year. 

The  Regalia  Committee  recommended  that  certain  regalia  be  purchased  from  the  local  repre- 
sentative of  Dominion  Regalia  -  "Young  &  Naughty"  (believe  it  or  not!). 

We  note  that  a  Grand  Representative  Commission  was  granted  to  our  Allan  McGuire,  for 
Canada  (in  Ontario). 

The  Royal  Arch  Bursary  Fund  Trustees  reported  that  18  bursaries  were  awarded,  amounting 
to  $6,000.00,  the  sum  available. 

This  Grand  Chapter  helps  to  sponsor  a  Royal  Arch  Masonic  Home  which  has  been  in  exis- 
tence for  10  years,  and  houses  130  residents.  In  addition,  it  has  a  "Keystone  of  Life 
Foundation",  which  donated  almost  $20,000.00  worth  of  equipment  to  various  B.C.  hospitals. 
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DELAWARE  -  1992 

The  124th  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Delaware 
was  held  in  Wilmington,  Delaware  on  March  14th,  1992  with  T.  Eugene  Womach  presiding 
as  Grand  High  Priest. 

We  noted  with  pleasure  that  our  Rt.  Ex.  Comp.  R.  Frank  Russell  attended  this  Grand 
Chapter,  as  the  Grand  Representative  to  Delaware,  and  as  Grand  3rd  Principal-elect. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  reported  that  just  1  week  and  1  day  prior  to  this  Grand  Chapter,  their 
Grand  King,  Right  Excellent  Harry  V.  Felmey,  lost  his  life  in  a  plane  accident  at  Frederick, 
Md.  He  was  to  have  been  installed  as  the  Grand  High  Priest  at  this  Grand  Chapter. 

In  his  address,  the  Grand  High  Priest  reported  on  "a  very  pleasurable  and  instructive  night 
spend  at  the  Newport  Lodge  Hall  where  John  Robinson,  the  author  of  'Bom  in  Blood'  pre- 
sented his  views  and  interpretations  of  Masonry.  He  is  the  most  dynamic  speaker  on 
Masonry  that  I  have  ever  heard,  even  though  he  is  not  a  Mason.  To  those  that  missed  this 
presentation,  I  highly  recommend  that  if  Mr.  Robinson  is  anywhere  where  you  may  hear 
him,  you  do  so.  I  wish  that  each  of  us  could  hear  talks  of  this  caliber  several  times  a  year". 

The  Grand  High  Priest  went  on  to  talk  about  his  theme  of  "Spread  the  Word"  -  "which 
means  to  spread  the  word  about  Masonry  in  general  and  York  Rite  Masonry  in  particular. 
Membership  must  become  the  number  one  priority  in  our  minds  and  endeavors  ...  we  also 
have  to  remember  our  brothers  and  companions  that  have  received  the  degrees  but  for  some 
reason  seldom  or  never  come  back.  We  have  to  make  an  extra  effort  to  get  them  back  with 
us.  This  is  of  prime  importance  if  our  fraternity  is  to  remain  stable  .  .  .  take  time  for  fellow- 
ship, make  an  extra  effort  to  get  to  lodge  or  chapter  early  and  stay  late.  Get  to  know  the  old 
members  and  new  ones  alike.  Shake  their  hand  and  welcome  them.  You  will  then  have  made 
a  special  friend.  Fellowship  is  the  prime  thing  that  Masonry  has  to  offer  .  .  .  (Masonry)  can 
be  an  institution  of  Moral  leadership,  educational  advancement  and  Philantrophic  endeavors, 
or  merely  a  social  club  with  empty  titles  and  vain  pretensions." 


GEORGIA  - 1992 

The  170th  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of  the  State  of  Georgia 
was  held  in  the  City  of  Macon  on  April  20th  and  21st,  1992,  with  James  E.  Miller  presiding 
as  Grand  High  Priest. 

Of  interest,  the  Foreign  Correspondent  reported  that  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Illinois  has  estab- 
lished an  'Illinois  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons"  whose  sole  purpose  is  to  receive  mem- 
bers of  defunct  Chapters,  which  he  states  "might  be  better  than  allowing  members  of  defunct 
Chapters  to  go  suspended.  They  could  retain  their  status  as  Royal  Arch  Masons  until  they 
chose  to  affiliate  with  another  Chapter". 


INDIANA  -  1992 

The  147th  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  the  State  of 
Indiana  was  held  on  April  29th,  1992  in  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  with  Howard  E.  Cox  presid- 
ing as  Grand  High  Priest. 
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In  his  address,  the  Grand  High  Priest  recommended  that  Grand  Chapter  "continue  to  make 
Bulk  Rate  mailing  available  to  the  Chapters".  This  is  perhaps  something  that  our  Grand 
Chapter  should  look  into,  in  addition  to  looking  into  the  possibility  of  getting  a  '1-800'  num- 
ber which  was  proposed  some  time  ago. 

Carl  S.  Hobday,  the  D.D.G.H.P.  of  East  Central  Region  (from  Michigan),  had  these  com- 
ments to  pass  on  about  'Leadership':  I  wish  you  could  know  what  it  is  like  to  run  as  hard  as 
you  can  and  lose  horribly.  I  wish  you  could  achieve  some  great  good  for  mankind,  but  have 
nobody  know  about  it  -  except  you.  I  wish  you  could  find  something  so  worthwhile  that  you 
deem  it  worthy  of  investing  your  life  within  it.  I  hope  that  you  become  frustrated  and  chal- 
lenged enough  to  begin  to  push  back  the  barriers  of  your  own  personal  limitations.  I  hope 
you  make  a  stupid  mistake  and  get  caught  red-handed,  and  are  big  enough  to  say  these  magic 
words:  "I  was  wrong."  I  hope  that  you  give  so  much  of  yourself  that  someday  you  wonder  if 
it  were  worth  all  the  effort.  I  wish  for  you  a  magnificent  obsession  that  gives  you  reason  for 
living  and  purpose  and  direction  in  your  life.  I  wish  for  you  the  worst  kind  of  everything  you 
do  because  that  makes  you  fight  to  achieve  beyond  which  you  normally  would.  I  wish  for 
you  the  experience  of  leadership." 

After  his  installation  as  Grand  High  Priest,  Comp.  Dennis  J.  Anness  reflected  on  the  'defini- 
tion' of  a  Mason:  "A  Mason  is  a  man  seeking  something  bigger  and  better  than  himself.  He 
is  one  who  seeks  NOBLER  DEEDS  -  HIGHER  THOUGHTS  -  PURER  ACTIONS  and 
GREATER  ACHIEVEMENTS.  A  Mason  seeks  to  help  others  find  that  which  is  bigger  and 
better  and  nobler  and  MORE  SACRED  than  themselves."  On  the  lighter  side,  he  recounted 
this  interesting  anecdote:  "Every  morning  in  Africa  a  gazelle  wakes  up.  It  knows  it  must  run 
faster  than  the  fastest  lion  or  it  will  be  killed.  Every  morning,  a  lion  wakes  up.  It  know  it 
must  out-run  the  slowest  gazelle  or  it  will  starve.  It  doesn't  matter  whether  you  are  a  lion  or 
a  gazelle  -  when  the  sun  comes  up,  you'd  better  be  running." 


IOWA -1992 

The  136th  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Iowa  was 
held  on  August  6th,  7th  and  8th,  1992  in  Ottumwa,  Iowa,  with  James  W.  Gould  presiding  as 
Grand  High  Priest. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Iowa  produces  a  Grand  Convocation  'Souvenir  Book'  of  some  50- 
pages,  listing  the  activities  of  the  Grand  Convocation  -  all  programs,  dinners,  etc.,  and 
biographies  of  the  Royal  Arch  leadership.  There  are  many  ads  in  this  book,  both  Masonic 
(Lodges,  Chapters,  etc),  and  non-Masonic,  which  would  probably  pay  for  the  publication  of 
this  book.  An  interesting  idea! 

The  Chairman  of  the  Fraternal  Correspondence  Committee  pointed  out  the  increasing  use  of 
life  memberships  in  more  and  more  Grand  Jurisdictions  each  year.  He  lists  the  pros  and 
cons,  and  concludes  by  saying,  "Most  all  agree  that  Masonry  is  selling  itself  short  by  being 
too  cheap.  What  are  your  dues  at  the  country  club  now?" 

The  Education  Committee  reported  that  they  had  attempted  to  bring  education  to  the  Grand 
Session  by  asking  "The  Royal  Arch  Mason  Magazine",  the  Philalethes  Society,  and  Iowa 
Research  Lodge  No.  2  to  set  up  displays  and  information.  Companions  were  urged  to  "not 
only  stop  by  the  displays,  but  also  to  subscribe  to  the  benefits.  They  are  all  well  worth  the 
money,  and  will  provide  you  with  hours  of  Masonic  Education  during  the  year"  (after  the 
country  club,  of  course). 
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LOUISIANA  -  1991 

The  145th  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Louisiana  was 
held  from  March  8th  -  10th,  1992  in  Westlake,  Louisiana,  with  Ray  H.  Perkins  presiding  as 
Grand  High  Priest. 

It  was  noted  with  interest  that  one  of  the  guests  at  this  Grand  Convocation  was  the  Grand 
Photographer  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Louisiana.  Now  that  would  be  an  interesting  Office.  We 
have  certain  active  Chapter  members,  such  as  Rt.  Ex.  Comp.  Bill  Bimie  of  Hamilton,  who 
take  photos  wherever  they  go,  and  provide  copies  of  same  free  of  charge  to  the  Chapters. 
However,  we  know  that  our  Grand  Chapter  doesn't  have  such  an  Office.  It's  nice  to  have 
photographs  to  remind  us  of  important  events  in  our  lives. 

The  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Louisiana,  in  his  address,  stated  "  We  have  one  of 
the  finest  fraternal  organizations,  the  best  fraternal  organization  and  the  greatest  fraternal 
organization  in  the  world.  We  should  be  proud  of  it."  He  emphasized  the  wearing  of  lapel 
pins  at  whatever  functions  one  may  attend,  whether  they  be  Masonic,  Civic  or  Church. 
"Wear  your  lapel  pins,  show  that  you  are  a  Mason.  Live  as  you  are  a  Mason  and  let  them 
know  that  you  are  proud  to  be  a  Mason.  And  when  they  ask  you  what  is  that  thing  you  got  on 
your  lapel,  tell  them  its  a  Masonic  pin,  its  a  Shrine  pin,  its  a  Scottish  Rite  pin,  or  whatever 
pin  you  are  wearing.  Be  Proud." 

Speaking  of  being  proud,  this  Grand  Chapter  has  a  very  successful  reward  system  called  the 
"Pride  Program"  which  encourages  Chapters'  Officers  to  open  and  close  their  Chapters  with- 
out the  use  of  a  ritual  book.  This  program  is  now  being  extended  to  Chapters  which  can  put 
on  Degrees  without  the  use  of  a  ritual  book. 

A  Resolution  was  proposed  at  this  Grand  Convocation  that  "each  Companion,  under  the 
Grand  Jurisdiction  of  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Louisiana,  be  required  to 
include  a  one  time  only  fee  in  the  amount  of  one  dollar  with  his  1993  dues",  said  fees  to  be 
forwarded  to  the  George  Washington  Masonic  National  Memorial  Association,  with  the  stip- 
ulation that  said  monies  be  used  solely  for  the  purpose  of  making  the  Memorial  handicap 
accessible.  A  second  Resolution  was  proposed  that  "each  new  candidate  for  the  Capitular 
degrees  ...  be  required  to  include  with  the  regular  fees  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  and  his  peti- 
tion, a  fee  of  five  dollars",  said  fee  to  be  used  for  the  same  purpose  as  in  the  first  Resolution. 
It  was  pointed  out  that  this  Memorial  "is  a  prominent  visual  representation  of  Freemasonry 
in  this  country  (the  U.S.A.),  and  is  frequented  by  members  and  non-members  of  the 
Fraternity",  (not  to  mention  foreigners  such  as  Canadians),  and  that  the  present  structure  of 
the  Memorial,  and  its  entrances,  do  not  provide  access  for  the  handicapped,  and  in  addition 
that  the  current  funds  available  to  the  Memorial  Association  are  not  sufficient  to  implement 
handicap  access  improvements.  Both  of  these  Resolutions  were  approved. 


MARYLAND  - 1992 

The  195th  Annual  Convention  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Maryland  was 
haled  on  May  12th,  1992  in  Hagerstown,  Maryland,  with  Stephen  J.  Ponzillo,  Jr.  presiding  as 
Grand  High  Priest  and  pro  tern  as  Grand  King. 

We  are  pleased  to  note  that  G.  Robert  Jackson,  our  Grand  First  Principal,  and  Donald  A. 
King,  Preceptor  General  Grand  York  Rite  College,  both  attended  this  Grand  Convocation. 
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The  Grand  High  Priest,  in  his  address,  pointed  out  that  in  order  to  "promote  York  Rite  unity, 
to  publicize  our  Rite  to  the  world,  to  supplement  our  funding  and  thus  reduce  the  need  for 
per-capita  increases,  we  undertook  to  sell  seals  to  place  on  your  mail.  These  seals  featuring 
the  theme  "Holiness  to  the  Lord"  were  mailed  to  every  companion  in  Maryland  by  (the) 
Grand  Secretary".  (Now  we  know  where  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Jackson  got  those  beautiful  seals  that 
have  been  adorning  his  envelopes). 

It  would  appear  that  this  Grand  Chapter  conducts  "Summer  Schools  of  Instruction",  accord- 
ing to  the  report  of  the  Grand  Lecturer.  They  held  8  schools,  with  an  average  of  42  compan- 
ions/school attending.  In  addition,  two  lists  of  Companions'  names  were  published  in  the 
Grand  Proceedings,  under  the  titles  of  "continuous  attendance",  and  "commendable  inter- 
est". 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  made  an  interesting  statement  in  its  report,  "There  might 
be  difficult  times  ahead  for  the  Craft,  but  we  must  always  remember  one  thing:  If  the 
Supreme  Architect  of  the  Universe  did  not  look  favorable  on  the  existence  and  teachings  of 
Masonry,  neither  our  lodges,  our  chapters,  nor  any  other  Masonic  institution,  would  have 
come  to  us  through  the  centuries  and  trial  of  time." 


MINNESOTA  - 1992 

The  130th  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  the  State  of 
Minnesota  was  held  from  April  23  -  25,  1992  in  Rochester,  Minnesota,  with  Gary  K. 
Anderson  presiding  as  Grand  High  Priest. 

We  are  pleased  to  note  the  attendance  of  Bruce  F.  Warner,  one  of  our  Past  Grand 
Superintendents,  at  this  Grand  Convocation. 

The  Committee  on  Leadership  &  Training  had  the  following  interesting  comments  on 
leaders  and  followers:  "No  one  is  going  to  arrange  programs,  bring  in  speakers,  have  sup- 
pers, you  make  it,  when  only  the  Secretary  and  a  couple  of  old  faithfuls  show  up  at  a  stated 
meeting.  Many  times  or  even  most  of  the  time,  not  even  the  elected  officers  are  in  attendance 
...  It  is  not  a  leader's  fault  -  he  tries  these  things  a  few  times,  but  when  he  gets  no  response, 
he  stops  leading  and  many  times  he  then  does  not  attend.  His  following  officers  have  seen 
his  efforts  fail,  and  they  never  start  anything.  It  is  only  natural  that  the  leader  throws  up  his 
hands  in  frustration.  This  has  even  happened  to  the  leaders  of  the  leaders  .  .  .  What  it  really 
takes  is  a  commitment  on  the  part  of  each  and  every  member  of  an  organization  to  attend  the 
regular  meetings.  Nothing  is  going  to  change  until  we  find  a  sure-fire  way  to  increase  atten- 
dance when  we  have  our  meetings.  At  the  present  time,  we  have  not  found  the  correct  ingre- 
dient to  assure  more  attendance  in  this  fast-paced  society  we  live  in  today." 


MISSISSIPPI  - 1992 

The  144th  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Mississippi 
was  held  on  May  8th  and  9th,  1992  in  Jackson,  Mississippi,  with  Billy  J.  Morrow  presiding 
as  Grand  High  Priest. 

The  Grand  Lecturer,  in  his  report,  stated  that  over  the  past  year  many  Chapters  had  con- 
tinued to  do  little  more  than  "mark  time".  He  lists  INDIFFERENCE  as  being  the  main  prob- 
lem in  our  Order.  "There  is  no  doubt  that  if  all  chapters  would  endeavor  to  hold  all  their  stat- 
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ed  convocations,  and  try  to  learn  how  to  open  and  close,  and  learn  some  parts  of  the  rituals, 
they  would  be  gratified  at  the  end  result.  Also,  if  they  would  make  sure  that  at  least  ONE 
companion  would  make  a  special  effort  to  attend  Grand  Chapter  Convocations,  perhaps 
more  enthusiasm  might  be  generated  on  the  local  level.  We  need  all  our  chapters  to  get  inter- 
ested in  Royal  Arch  Masonry  and  to  become  an  integral  part  of  the  activities  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Mississippi." 


NEW  HAMPSHIRE  -  1992 

The  173rd  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire 
was  held  on  May  9th,  1992  in  Portsmouth,  New  Hampshire,  with  James  S.  Spence  presiding 
as  Grand  High  Priest. 

Harold  F.  Yaeger  gave  a  very  positive  and  uplifting  talk  on  behalf  of  the  General  Grand 
Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons,  International.  He  stated  that  the  General  Grand  Chapter, 
Royal  Arch  Masonry,  and  Masonry  are  all  growing  -  especially  in  South  America  and  parts 
of  Europe.  "When  you  have  people  who  are  enthusiastic  in  those  kinds  of  places,  there  you 
have  some  dedicated  Masons."  He  stated  that  even  though  there  are  problems  in  the 
Canadian  and  American  Grand  Lodges  of  Germany,  due  to  troop  withdrawals,  the  United 
Grand  Lodge  of  Germany  is  booming  -  "all  of  a  sudden  they  have  gone  to  East  Germany 
and  created  a  lot  of  new  Masonic  Lodges."  New  Lodges  are  also  being  created  in 
Yugoslavia,  Czechoslovakia  and  Poland.  "Masonry  is  growing,  and  I  look  for  the  day  it  may 
be  the  salvation  of  not  our  Country,  but  of  our  World". 

In  his  address,  Philip  Henry  White,  the  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New 
Hampshire,  spoke  on  the  subject  of  candidates  for  Masonry,  and  where  to  find  them.  "So 
where  do  we  find  people  with  friends  who  are  not  Masons?  You'll  find  them  in  the  young 
men.  When  you  bring  in  a  young  man,  he's  probably  got  a  half  a  dozen  or  more  good 
friends,  and  the  biggest  probability  is  that  not  one  of  them  is  a  Mason.  That  is  where  you've 
got  to  work.  That  is  where  our  future  lies  ...  I  don't  believe  our  future  lies  in  Rainbow  or 
DeMolay.  The  importance  of  those  organizations  is  that  they  are  the  future  leaders  for  our 
Country.  The  future  leaders  in  our  Communities.  They  have  a  right  to  be  supported  for  those 
purposes,  not  because  they  might  in  some  way  be  a  Mason  or  influence  someone  to  become 
a  Mason.  Youth  is  Youth  for  its  own  right,  and  needs  its  support.  But  the  other  young  men 
out  there,  whether  they  have  had  a  Masonic  involvement  thru  family  or  thru  DeMolay,  they 
are  the  men  we've  got  to  find.  They  are  the  men  we've  got  to  get  to  .  . .  Society  has  changed. 
The  demands  on  a  man  has  changed,  demands  on  a  family  has  changed,  the  opportunities 
have  changed  and  multiplied.  You  go  back  just  half  of  the  life  of  this  Grand  Lodge  to  1892, 
one  hundred  years  ago,  and  look  at  the  options  a  man  had  other  than  his  work  -  now  look  at 
your  options.  So  when  a  man  comes  to  our  fraternity,  even  if  its  only  to  look  at  it,  he  has  got 
to  get  a  picture  that  indicates  that  here  are  some  opportunities  that  are  far  greater  than  any- 
thing else  that  he  has  seen.  Otherwise,  you're  not  going  to  get  him". 

Continuing  on,  he  pointed  out  that  "we  do  a  terrible  job  of  being  important  in  our 
Community.  That  is  what  we've  got  to  get  back  to  doing.  Until  we  stop  worrying  about  some 
of  the  other  aspects  and  get  out  there  and  be  a  value  of  the  Society  that  we  are  a  part  of,  then 
you're  going  to  sit  around  like  today  and  worry  about  membership  ...  it's  what  the  Masons 
in  the  (little)  towns  do  that  matters". 
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NEW  MEXICO  - 1992 

The  95th  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  New  Mexico 
was  held  on  April  24th,  1992  in  Santa  Fe,  New  Mexico,  with  Robert  W.  Bouma  presiding  as 
Grand  High  Priest. 

In  his  opening  remarks,  the  Grand  High  Priest  mentioned  that  it  had  been  a  busy  year  for  him 
(as  it  is  for  all  Grand  High  Priests/Grand  First  Principals,  as  we  all  know).  However,  while 
he  was  Grand  High  Priest,  he  was  also  Master  of  his  Lodge  and  President  of  his  Lions  Club. 
And  if  that  was  not  enough  to  distract  him,  he  suffered  the  loss  of  his  youngest  son,  Bob  II. 

In  his  general  address,  the  Grand  High  Priest  stated,  hat  "we  have  been  coasting  with  com- 
placency, lethargy,  and  procrastination.  We  are  allowing  our  great  fraternity  to  die.  As  Pogo 
once  said,  'We  have  met  the  enemy  and  they  are  US!'  Every  one  of  us  needs  to  get  on  our 
feet  and  start  improving  that  which  we  stand  for  and  hold  dear.  Today  is  the  best  day  to 
begin!" 

A  very  interesting,  and  long,  explanation  on  'acacia',  entitled  'Acacia  Lore'  was  given  by 
Comp.  Steven  J.  Lambert,  and  it  is  well  worth  reading.  However,  it  is  too  long  to  recount  in 
this  report  -  however,  it  just  may  appear  in  some  Chapter's  Newsletter  sometime  this  year. 


NEW  YORK  - 1992 

The  195th  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  the  State  of  New  York  Royal  Arch 
Masons  was  held  on  March  6th  and  7th,  1992  in  Albany,  New  York,  with  Eugene  A.  Ellis 
presiding  as  Grand  High  Priest. 

The  Grand  Master  of  the  State  of  New  York  talked  on  the  subject  of  lack  of  money  for 
Grand  Lodge,  which  has  been  brought  on  by  declining  membership.  He  then  explained  how 
to  increase  membership... "You  start  with  your  Blue  Lodge.  You  get  your  friends  and  neigh- 
bors interested  in  Masonry  by  asking  them  if  they  ever  thought  about  becoming  a  Mason. 
Tell  them  of  the  ideals  of  Free  Masonry.  Tell  them  that  it  is  not  a  secret  organization  but  a 
group  of  men  interested  in  good  fellowship  and  making  the  world  a  better  place.  There  are 
no  secrets  in  Masonry,  only  the  pledge  to  do  what  you  can  to  make  this  a  better  world  in 
which  to  live...  we  must  become  aggressive.  Over  the  past  couple  of  years  your  Grand 
Lodge...  has  revamped  the  Lodge  sales  rooms,  and  are  getting  more  involved  in  things  that 
interest  the  general  public". 

In  his  message,  the  Grand  High  Priest  stated  that,  "Future  growth  and  prosperity  for  our 
Chapters  will  not  just  happen.  Goals  must  be  established,  specific  actions  planned  and 
assigned  to  specific  Companions,  and  measurements  of  progress  made  on  a  pre-determined 
schedule.  Chapter  officers  have  the  responsibility  to  initiate  such  a  program;  but,  all 
Companions  have  a  responsibility  to  participate  and  assist  the  officers  to  plan  and  implement 
actions  that  will  achieve  the  goals  .  .  .  attendance  and  activity  go  hand  in  hand,  and  are  the 
keys  to  membership  retention  and  the  attraction  of  Master  Masons  to  the  Royal  Arch." 
"Ritual  must  be  woven  into  the  fabric  of  Chapter  activity  .  .  .  use  of  the  Ritual  for  Masonic 
educational  purposes."  "More  than  one  Companions  in  your  Chapter  has  an  interest  in  the 
Ritual,  and  has  explored  further  the  lessons  of  the  degrees.  He,  no  doubt,  could  serve  as  a 
moderator  for  group  discussion  of  the  meaning  and  symbolism  of  the  work.  Such  a  program, 
properly  planned  to  avoid  revealing  exoteric  portions  of  the  Ritual,  could  be  the  basis  for  an 
open  meeting  with  brethren  from  your  lodges,  your  ladies,  or  both.  Why  not  expand  their 
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knowledge  and  understanding  of  the  Royal  Craft,  as  well  as  your  own?  An  interesting 
approach  was  tried  last  year  by  Companions  of  one  Chapter,  who  spent  an  informative  and 
fun  filled  evening  based  on  a  "Royal  Arch  Quiz".  That  program  was  a  success!  Why  not  give 
it  a  try  in  your  Chapter?" 


NOVA  SCOTIA  - 1992 

The  123rd  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Nova  Scotia 
was  held  on  May  1st  and  2nd,  1992  in  Annapolis  Royal,  Nova  Scotia,  with  Robert  W. 
Munday  presiding  as  Grand  High  Priest. 

Of  interest,  this  Grand  Convocation  was  not  held  in  a  hotel,  as  is  the  custom  with  most 
Grand  Chapters,  but  rather  in  a  United  Church. 

We  were  pleased  to  note  that  Our  Rt.  Ex.  Comp.  Bernard  M.  LoPatriello,  Past  Grand  Scribe 
N  of  our  Grand  Chapter  was  present  at  this  Grand  Convocation. 

In  his  address,  the  Grand  High  Priest  stated  that  during  his  year,  his  message  to  all  Chapters 
and  District  Meetings  was  essentially  the  same:  "Integrity,  Brotherly  Love,  and  Faithfulness 
must  be  the  watchwords,  and  remember  your  'shut-ins',  your  widows,  your  sick  members, 
and  lastly  your  Blue  Lodge". 

Several  of  the  Grand  Superintendents,  in  their  reports,  had  interesting  comments.  One  said, 
"If  every  companion  would  speak  to  a  friend  (Man,  Women  or  child)  once  a  day  about 
something  positive  in  our  Royal  Arch  Masonry,  then  we  would  not  have  room  in  our 
Temples  for  the  new  members.  Don't  hide  your  Candle  under  a  bushel;  Let  your  Light 
Shine". 

Another  Grand  Superintendent  said,  "It  is  my  sincere  desire  and  hope  that  the  Chapters  will 
keep  in  sight  the  high  ideals  of  the  Craft  -  the  practice  in  everyday  life  of  brotherly  love, 
relief,  and  truth,  against  which  there  is  no  law  in  heaven  or  earth,  but  which  power  and  the 
highest  prosperity  are  certain  .  .  .  Amidst  all  the  unrest  and  false  teachings  of  the  day,  the 
foundation  of  the  craft  stands  firm  as  a  rock.  Brotherly  love,  relief  and  truth  will  always  pre- 
vail, and  it  is  in  times  of  uncertainty  that  the  fundamental  principles  of  Masonry  are  so  much 
needed.  Proclaiming  again  that  the  greatest  pleasure  in  life  is  not  getting  but  giving;  giving 
for  a  brother's  necessity,  giving  up  anything  short  of  principles  to  secure  truth,  peace  and 
concord;  glorying  in  the  success  of  others  -  in  one  word,  the  conscientious,  constant  practice 
of  unselfishness.  If  by  repeating  that  truth,  I  have  raised  your  ideals  of  the  craft,  I  am  truly 
satisfied.  Masonry  for  each  of  us  is  exactly  what  we  make  it,  the  directing,  impelling  power 
within  us.  We  can  make  it  an  instrument  of  almost  unbounded  good  to  ourselves  and  those 
around  us,  while  failure  to  understand  its  true  meaning  reduces  the  craft  to  that  brother  to  a 
level  of  a  club.  Keep  our  ideals  high,  let  the  Grand  Principles  permeate  the  spring  of  life, 
then  conduct  will  be  like  a  stream  of  pure  water,  spreading  sweetness  and  growth  wherever  it 
touches.  Masonry  is  worth  to  us  all  that  we  are  worth  to  it  -  neither  more  nor  less.  Many 
complain  that  there  is  nothing  in  Masonry,  forgetting  that  they  have  put  nothing  into  it.  If  we 
really  absorb  its  teachings  and  obey  its  tenets,  it  cannot  be  otherwise  than  of  great  benefit  to 
us,  as  it  has  been  to  hundreds  who  have  gone  before  us." 
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OKLAHOMA  - 1992 

The  103rd  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Oklahoma 
was  held  on  April  8th,  1992  in  Norman,  Oklahoma,  with  Kenneth  L.  Lowmiller,  Jr.  presiding 
as  Grand  High  Priest. 

In  his  address,  the  Grand  High  Priest,  on  the  subject  of  membership,  stated  that,  "Based  on 
what  we  attempted  to  accomplish,  we  conclude  that  our  year  has  been  a  success.  We  got  out 
of  it  what  we  put  into  it,  and  nothing  more  can  be  expected.  We  established  a  membership 
team  with  its  base  at  the  Chapter  level,  expanded  the  awareness  and  need  of  working  on  vari- 
ous aspects  of  membership  through  our  3R's  concept  (Recruit  -  Retain  -  Reinstate),  and  by 
promoting  a  membership  contest  and  educating  members  regarding  the  importance  of  per- 
petual membership  in  regards  to  the  retention  factor,  and  providing  financial  stability  for  the 
Chapter". 


SASKATCHEWAN  - 1992 

The  69th  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Saskatchewan 
was  held  on  May  29th  and  30th,  1992  in  Regina,  Saskatchewan,  with  Norbert  H.  Fiissel  pre- 
siding as  Grand  First  Principal. 

One  of  the  Grand  Superintendents,  in  his  report,  mentioned  a  word,  (and  concept),  that  has 
not  appeared  in  previous  Proceedings  reviewed:  'TWINNING".  He  suggested  that  certain 
Chapters  be  'twinned",  for  "all  of  us  have  times  when  we  need  help  and  encouragement  from 
associates".  This  (twinning)  may  create  useful  results  such  as  known  sources  of  Degree  lec- 
tures for  emergencies". 

The  Grand  Historian,  in  his  report,  stated  that,  "it  has  been  suggested  that  Masonry  should 
make  itself  better  known  in  the  local  community,  not  as  another  service  club,  but  as  a  group 
of  fine  men  who  are  concerned  with  the  lives  of  one  another.  Then  perhaps  more  young  men 
may  ask  to  join  us  in  the  quarry". 


SCOTLAND -1992 

The  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Supreme  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of  Scotland  was  held  in 
the  Freemasons'  Hall  in  Edinburgh,  Scotland,  with  The  Rt.  Hon.  The  Earl  of  Elgin  and 
Kincardine,  L.T.,  CD.,  J.P.,  M.A.,  ll.D.  presiding  as  Grand  Z. 

These  Proceeding  have  to  be  read  in  their  entirety  to  be  fully  appreciated.  For  example,  in  his 
Toast  to  the  Guests  and  Visiting  Companions  at  the  "Banquet",  the  Depute  First  Grand 
Principal  recounted  the  following:  "There  are  many  of  us  who  travel  quite  a  bit  in  Masonry 
and  are  out  many  nights.  Our  wives  are  very  understanding  on  most  occasions,  but  there  are 
times  when  they  get  slightly  upset  when  we  are  not  there.  It  reminds  me  of  the  story  of  the 
King,  who  was  always  out  at  the  various  meetings  and  his  wife,  the  Queen,  was  getting  very 
upset  and  she  said  to  him  this  night,  when  he  was  going  out  to  one  of  his  meetings,  'Look, 
tonight  the  drawbridge  is  being  taken  up  at  midnight.'  He  said,  'That's  all  right,  that's  fine;, 
away  he  went  on  his  steed  and  he  arrived  at  the  meeting,  got  completely  engrossed  and  for- 
got everything  about  time.  Then  all  of  a  sudden  he  looked  at  the  clock,  there  it  was,  five  to 
twelve.  He  jumped  on  his  faithful  steed  and  rode  back  to  the  castle,  and  just  as  he  got  there, 
the  drawbridge  was  rising.  He  managed  to  jump  from  his  steed  and  just  grab  hold  of  it.  He 
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was  holding  there  and  trying  to  get  over  the  drawbridge,  but  it  was  no  go,  he  just  did  not 
have  the  strength  to  pull  himself  over,  and  the  drawbridge  was  going  further  up  and  further 
up,  his  hands  were  slipping  and  he  looked  down  and  said,  'So  moat  it  be' !" 

The  reports  of  the  Grand  Superintendents  are  very  interesting,  for  this  Grand  Jurisdiction  has 
Chapters  spread  all  over  the  world.  For  example,  the  Grand  Superintendent  for  East  Africa 
reported  that  he  visited  a  Royal  Arch  Chapter  in  Tanzania  by  chartered  plane,  accompanied 
by  six  Companions  (at  great  costs  to  them,  both  in  time  and  money).  He  also  reported  that  a 
new  Royal  Arch  Chapter  was  constituted  and  dedicated  in  1991  in  Uganda,  which  was  void 
of  Royal  Arch  Masonry  since  1972. 


VIRGINIA  -  1992 

The  185th  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  in  Virginia  was 
held  on  November  13th  and  14th,  1992  in  Williamsburg,  Virginia,  with  James  W.  Smith,  Jr. 
presiding  as  Grand  High  Priest. 

The  Grand  Lecturer  reported  that  the  Royal  Arch  Degree  was  conferred,  once  again,  at  the 
Stone  Quarry  at  Dot,  "in  the  southwest  portion  of  our  state".  Now,  that  would  have  been  an 
interesting  event  to  have  attended.  Do  we  have  any  Stone  Quarries  in  Ontario? 


VICTORIA  - 1992 

The  Quarterly  Convocation  of  the  Supreme  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Freemasons  of 
Victoria  was  held  on  January  15th,  1992  at  the  Masonic  Centre,  East  Melbourne,  with  W.P. 
Burston  presiding  as  Grand  Z. 

The  Proceedings  reviewed  was  basically  a  statistical  report.

In  accordance  with  the  Notice  of  Motion  duly  given  and  presented  to  Grand  Chapter  by 
M.Ex.Comp.  Charles  William  Emmett,  seconded  by  Rt.Ex.Comp.  Alan  F.  Walker  the  Grand 
Second  Principal,  the  following  changes  to  Section  47  of  the  Constitution  were  adopted. 

1.  That  Sub-Section  VII  be  changed  to  read  Sub-Section  VI. 

2.  That  the  following  becomes  Sub-Section  VII 

GUIDELINES  FOR  ELIGIBILITY  OF  APPLICATION  FOR  BURSARY  GRANTS 
Applicants  for  Bursary  Grants  should  comply  with  the  following: 

1.  Be  a  child  of  a  deceased  Royal  Arch  Mason,  who  at  the  time    of  his  death   was   a 
member  of  a  Chapter  under  th  e  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Chapter. 

2.  Be  a  child  of  a  living  Royal  Arch  Mason  of  this  Jurisdiction  who  is  in  good  standing. 

3.  A  Royal  Arch  Mason  of  this  jurisdiction  who  is  in  good  standing. 

4.  The  recipient  must  be  registered  with  an  accredited  University,  Community  College 
or  Trade  School. 

5.  The  application  submitted  must  reflect  a  need  for  the  assistance. 

6.  There  should  be  clear  indication  that  the  recipient  will  pursue  his/her  education  to  a 
degree  or  certificate  level. 

7.  A  new  application  is  required  for  each  year  as  none  are  held  over. 

PART  II 

M.Ex.Comp.  Charles  William  Emmett,  presented  a  Notice  of  Motion  regarding  Section  105, 
which  he  subsequently  amended.  It  was  then  duly  given  and  presented  to  Grand  Chapter, 
seconded  by  R.Ex.Comp.  Alan  F.  Walker  the  Grand  Second  Principal,  Motion  "That  Section 
105  between  (g)  and  (n)  of  the  Constitution  be  replaced  as  follows". 

An  amendment  was  proposed  to  the  above  motion  by  Rt.Ex.Comp.  William  Hoffman,  sec- 
onded by  Rt.Ex.Comp.  Edward  Ounjian  that  Section  105  (g)  line  8  that  the  word  "tassels"  be 
replaced  by  the  word  "chains". 

A  second  amendment  was  proposed  to  the  above  motion  by  Rt.Ex.Comp.  Peter  Park,  sec- 
onded by  V.Ex.Comp.  Robert  Loftus  that  Section  105  (1)  line  2,  after  the  word  blue,  the 
words  "the  sequence  of  the  colour  to  match  that  of  the  collar,  purple  to  the  outside  and  sky 
blue  on  the  inside"  be  inserted  before  the  word  four. 

The  following  motions  with  amendments  were  adopted. 

(g)  For  Companions,  the  Apron  to  be  a  type  of  white  lambskin,  sixteen  inches  wide  and  four- 
teen inches  deep  with  an  indented  crimson  and  purple  border  two  inches  in  width  down  the 
sides  and  across  the  bottom.  The  crimson  to  point  towards  the  apron  centre.  The  flap  or  lap- 
pet to  have  a  matching  border,  one  and  one-quarter  inches  wide.  In  the  centre  of  the  flap,  on 
a  white  background,  shall  be  in  gold  or  gilt,  three  taus  united  within  an  equilateral 
triangle. Suspended  from  under  the  flap  on  white  ribbons  two  inches  wide,  shall  be  two  sets 
of  chains.  The  strings  or  belt  and  the  lining  to  be  white. 

(h)  The  aprons  of  Principals  and  Past  Z's  of  constituent  Chapters  shall  have  the  backing  of 
the  triple  tau,  the  cord  or  belt,  the  ribbons  suspending  the  chains  and  the  lining  crimson.  The 
crimson  and  purple  ribbon  bordering  the  apron  and  flap  to  be  edged  with  gold  braid  one-half 
inch  wide. 
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(i)  The  apron  of  a  Present  or  Past  Officer  of  the  Grand  Chapter  is  to  be  of  a  type  of  white 
lambskin,  eighteen  inches  wide  and  sixteen  inches  deep.  The  sides  and  bottom  edge  of  the 
apron  to  be  trimmed  with  a  double  indented  purple  and  crimson  ribbon  four  inches  wide,  the 
lower  edge  of  the  flap  to  be  trimmed  with  crimson  and  purple  two  inches  wide.  Both  edges 
of  the  crimson  and  purple  on  the  apron  and  flap  to  be  bordered  with  gold  braid,  one-half  inch 
wide.  The  belt  or  cord,  the  background  behind  the  triple  tau,  the  ribbons  suspending  the 
chains  and  the  apron  lining  to  be  purple.  In  the  centre  of  the  apron,  the  emblem  of  office  to 
be  embroidered  in  gold,  surrounded  by  a  laurel  wreath  for  elected  Officers,  and  circle  for 
appointed  Officers. 

(j)  The  sash  of  Companions  shall  be  crimson  and  purple  indented  ribbon,  four  inches  wide, 
(crimson  diamond  outside),  the  ends  finished  with  crimson  and  purple  fringe.  At  the  ribbon 
join,  a  gold  metallic  triple  tau  on  white  within  a  triangle.  Sash  to  be  worn  diagonally  from 
the  left  shoulder  on  the  right  hip. 

(k)  The  sash  of  the  Principals  and  Past  Principals  shall  have  the  ends  of  the  ribbon  finished 
with  gold  silk  fringe  and  the  ribbon  joined  by  a  metallic  triple  tau  on  crimson,  framed  by  a 
metallic  triangle. 

(1)  The  sash  of  Present  and  Past  Grand  Chapter  Officers  shall  be  tri-colour  ribbon,  purple, 
crimson  and  sky  blue,  the  sequence  of  the  colours  to  match  that  of  the  collar,  purple  to  the 
outside  and  sky  blue  on  the  inside,  four  inches  wide,  the  ends  of  the  ribbon  finished  with 
gold  fringe  and  at  the  join,  a  triple  tau  within  a  triangle. 

(m)  The  sash  of  the  Members  of  the  Grand  Council  shall  be  tri-coloured  ribbon,  purple, 
crimson  and  sky  blue,  four  inches  wide,  the  ends  of  the  ribbon  finished  with  a  fringe  of  gold 
chains,  and  at  the  join  a  triple  tau  within  a  triangle. 

(n)  No  Companion  of  this  Grand  Jurisdiction  shall  be  permitted  to  wear  in  a  Chapter  any 
jewel,  medal,  or  regalia  not  authorized  by  this  Grand  Chapter  except  the  jewels  and  medals 
approved  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario,  or  in  the  case  of  affiliat- 
ed Companions,  the  jewels,medals  or  regalia  of  Grand  Chapters  recognized  by  this  Grand 
Chapter 

(o)  The  Grand  Z.,  the  Grand  H.,  and  the  Grand  J.,  wear  their  Jewels  of  Office  suspended 
from  gold  finished  chain  collars  which  are  to  be  mounted  on  two  inch  wide  tri-colour  purple 
crimson  and  sky  blue  ribbon. 

(p)  Past  Grand  Z's.  have  their  chain  collars  mounted  on  purple  velvet. 

(q)  Other  Elected  Grand  Chapter  Officers  are  to  suspend  their  jewels  of  office  from  tri- 
colour purple,  crimson  and  sky  blue  ribbon  collars  which  are  to  be  edged  with  gold  metallic 
braid  one-half  inch  wide.  Appointed  Grand  Chapter  Officers  suspend  their  jewels  from  a 
similar  ribbon  collar  without  the  gold  braid  except  one  short  strip  of  one-half  inch  wide  gold 
braid  down  the  centre  seam  in  the  front. 

(r)  No  other  jewels  shall  be  suspended  from  the  collars  as  above  described. 

(s)  The  jewel  of  office  worn  by  the  Principals  and  Officers  is  to  be  suspended  from  a  crim- 
son collar  four  inches  wide,  with  gold  braid,  one-half  inch  wide,  down  the  centre  seam  in  the 
front.

Reappointments 
on  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  are  permitted.  Each  year  a  Chairman  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  Grand  First  Principal  from  the  Members  of  the  Committee. 


REPORT  OF  THE  BURSARY  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Most  Excellent  the  Grand  First  Principal,  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Grand  Chapter 
of  Royal  Arch  Masons  in  the  Province  of  Ontario. 

Most  Excellent  Sir  and  Companions: 

It  is  but  proper  that  I  should  begin  this,  my  final  report  to  you  as  1992  chairman  of  the 
Bursary  Committee  with  appreciation  and  recognition  of  those  who  have  been  so  very  help- 
ful to  a  novice  chairman  during  his  initial  year  of  service.  Most  Excellent  Sir,  the  Committee 
I  have  been  privileged  to  serve  with  this  year  are  among  the  most  dedicated  Masons  I  have 
met  in  the  twenty-six  years  that  I  have  belonged  to  the  fraternity.  The  assistance  and  infor- 
mation willingly  offered  to  this  Committee  by  the  Grand  Chapter  Office  and  Most  Excellent 
Companion  Edward  W.  Elcombe,  our  Grand  Scribe  Ezra,  has  been  in  keeping  with  the  many 
accolades  I  have  read  in  previous  reports.  The  advisor  provided  to  this  Committee,  Most 
Excellent  Companion,  Charles  W.  Emmett,  has  lost  none  of  his  enthusiasm,  dedication  or 
wit  in  the  thirty-two  years  since  his  election  as  Grand  First  Principal  in  1961.  His  advice  and 
encouragement  has  been  sincerely  appreciated  by  this  Committee  and  this  chairman.  My 
thanks  are  also  extended  to  the  Grand  Council,  the  members  of  the  Grand  Executive  and  the 
other  Committee  Chairmen  for  their  patience  and  assistance.  Finally,  appreciation  must  be 
extended  to  the  Grand  Superintendents,  and  their  District  Bursary  Chairmen,  as  these  Royal 
Arch  Masons  are  our  front  lines  in  our  Endeavour. 

Most  Excellent  Sir,  the  challenge  issued  by  you  at  the  Grand  Convocation  in  Toronto  last 
year  has  not  been  met,  YET.  The  Bursary  Fund  is  still  short  of  the  $100,000.00  goal  set  last 
year,  but  a  special  drive  I  am  pleased  to  announce  for  the  1993  fiscal  year  should  see  that 
goal  exceeded  by  the  time  our  1994  Grand  Convocation  is  upon  us.  The  1993  drive  will 
request  a  one-time  gift  to  the  Bursary  Fund  by  our  members.  This  gift  will  be  recognized  by 
the  presentation  of  a  Gold,  Silver  or  Bronze  Bursary  Pin  as  has  been  seen  worn  by  some  of 
our  Companions  at'  this  meeting.  The  Gold  pin  will  recognize  of  a  gift  of  at  least  $100.00, 
the  Silver  pin  will  recognize  a  gift  of  at  least  $55.00  and  the  Bronze  pin  of  at  least  $25.00. 1 
want  to  stress  here  that  gifts  of  $5.00  and  $10.00  are  sincerely  appreciated  and  all  gifts  will 
receive  an  official  receipt  for  income  tax  purposes.  The  Committee  had  to  put  certain 
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amounts  down  for  pin  eligibility  and  the  above  amounts  seem  reasonable.  A  pamphlet  pub- 
lished this  year  is  now  available  to  inform  our  members  of  the  purpose  and  aims  of  this 
Committee.  It  contains  information  that  many  of  the  Chapters  have  requested  for  some  con- 
siderable time.  We  trust  it  will  go  a  long  way  in  informing  our  membership. 

The  Grand  Lecturer,  Rt.  Ex.  Comp.  Ian  Montague  has  invited  me  to  speak  to  the  Grand 
Superintendents  at  their  instruction  meeting  on  Saturday  afternoon.  They  will  be  provided 
with  a  kit  containing  a  full  explanation  of  the  1993  Fund  Drive  including  gift  qualifications 
for  the  Gold,  Silver  and  Bronze  pins,  and  a  supply  of  pre  stamped  self  addressed  envelopes 
in  which  tax  deductible  donations  can  be  sent  to  the  Bursary  Fund  at  our  Grand  Chapter 
office,  for  distribution  to  all  Chapters  in  their  districts.  The  kit  will  also  contain  pamphlets 
for  distribution  to  the  Chapters  as  well  as  an  explanation  of  the  qualifications  that  a  bursary 
recipient  should  meet. 

Companions,  there  is  not  doubt  that  as  interest  rates  go  down  our  economy  should  pick  up, 
resulting  in  a  better  living  environment  for  all  of  us.  However  the  time  lag  for  increases  in 
the  employment  level  after  confidence  is  restored  makes  for  difficulty  in  meeting  expenses 
for  our  students.  Further  reductions  in  our  return  on  investments  have  decreased  the  amount 
of  real  dollars  we  have  available  for  bursaries.  A  substantial  increase  in  the  capital  fund  is 
the  only  way  we  can  offset  the  result  of  reduced  interest  rates.  The  rate  of  return  being  half 
of  the  previous  years  means  that  our  capital  fund  must  be  twice  as  big  just  to  hold  our  own, 
and  we  cannot  just  hold  our  own  as  there  are  more  students  out  there  requiring  more  help. 

This  Committee  has  set  up  a  display  at  the  registration  area  to  show  you,  and  all  attending 
Companions  just  what  your  dollars  are  doing.  Photos  of  grateful  recipients  of  bursaries  this 
past  year,  along  with  several  of  the  many  letters  received  from  them,  clearly  indicate  that 
you  have  made  a  difference  for  them.  We  will  also  used  this  media  to  promote  our  1993 
drive  for  capital  at  an  open  house  to  be  held  at  888  Yonge  St.  in  Toronto  on  May  15th. 

Companions  we  have  had  a  successful  year.  Inquiry  by  this  Chairman  made  recently  at  the 
Grand  Chapter  office  indicates  that  the  total  amount  of  money  raised  during  the  fiscal  year 
just  passed  is  approximately  $23,190.00.  Of  that  amount  $12,100.00  has  been  allotted  to  the 
Capital  Fund.  This  money  came  from  a  total  of  363  different  sources,  and  310  official 
receipts  for  the  purpose  of  income  tax  deductions  have  been  issued. 

A  total  of  51  cheques,  for  a  total  of  $8,400.00  were  issued  to  students  at  36  different  schools 
in  Ontario  and  1  in  Manitoba.  The  Committee  had  to  refuse  a  total  of  12  applications 
because  the  applicants  did  not  meet  the  qualifications  as  set  out  in  our  Revenue  Canada  and 
Constitutional  Guidelines  or  because  we  ran  out  of  funds.  We  are  limited  by  our  Constitution 
as  to  the  funds  we  are  permitted  to  use  in  any  one  year. 

Most  Excellent  Sir,  I  must  recognize  the  very  special  effort  made  in  fund  raising  this  year  by 
Rt.  Ex.  Comp.  Dale  Plant,  whose  efforts  while  working  in  the  north,  raised  over  $10,000.00 
from  the  people  up  there.  I  would  also  like  to  express  thanks  to  Lebanon  Chapter  No.  220. 
Their  efforts  as  a  memorial  to  our  late  Companion  Robert  T.  Rigby,  who  was  a  member  of 
that  Chapter,  and  a  great  friend  to  all  of  us,  saw  contributions  exceeding  $1,100.00.  I  was 
invited  to  attend  Orient  Chapter  No.  79  in  March  when  they  presented  a  sizable  cheque  des- 
tined for  the  Bursary  Fund,  to  our  Grand  Second  Principal,  who  had  it  for  about  15  seconds 
before  I  got  my  hands  on  it.  I  know  of  others  who  have  contributed  substantially  of  their  time 
and  treasure  but  have  forbidden  me  to  disclose  their  names.  Thanks  to  all. 
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Most  Excellent  Sir,  this  Committee  considers  the  year  just  past  as  a  time  when  the  Bursary 
endeavour  of  this  Grand  Chapter  where  finally  made  known  to  the  rank  and  file  members  of 
our  jurisdiction.  We  vow  to  continue  this  effort  and  endeavour  to  make  this  charity  as  well 
known  as  is  the  Release  A  Miracle  charity  has  been  by  our  very  good  friend  and  Companion 
Rt.  Ex.  Comp.  Malcolm  MacKenzie,  whose  efforts  we  salute.  The  year  ahead  is  when  the 
Capital  Bursary  Fund  will  grow  to  the  point  where  our  sons  and  daughters  will  be  given  the 
real  help  they  so  desperately  need. 

Companions  I  am  very  optimistic  about  our  efforts  to  increase  the  Capital  Fund  this  year.  We 
issued  only  310  official  receipts  last  year  and  raised  over  $23,000.00.  There  are  almost 
14,000  Royal  Arch  Masons  in  Ontario.  Each  of  whom  embraces  the  ideal  of  Charity,  and 
each  of  whom  will  be  contacted  this  year  by  a  worker  for  the  Bursary  Fund.

To  the  Most  Excellent  the  Grand  First  Principal,  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Grand  Chapter 
Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario. 

Most  Excellent  Sir  and  Companions: 

As  Chairman,  and  on  behalf  of  this  Committee,  may  I  report  that  since  our  last  Annual 
Grand  Convocation,  in  April  of  this  past  year  fifty-one  applications  for  amendment  of  by- 
laws have  been  received,  reviewed  and  returned  to  Grand  Chapter. 

Many  of  these  related  to  changes  in  fees  and  dues  that  were  left  over  from  the  previous  year. 
However  with  the  amendment  to  our  Constitution  in  April  1992,  these  may  more  effectively 
be  handled  directly  by  the  Grand  Chapter  office  provided  that  the  prescribed  form  and  mini- 
mum amounts  set  forth  by  the  Constitution  are  met. 

All  requests  with  the  exception  of  six  were  recommended  for  acceptance.  These  were  in  con- 
flict with  the  Constitution. 

We  would  note  an  alarming  number  of  requests  were  many  months  old,  one  dating  back  to 
1989.  This  supports  feed  back  from  Chapters  regarding  the  delay  in  our  Grand  Chapter's 
processing  their  requests. 

At  the  time  of  writing  all  applications  have  been  processed,  none  are  outstanding  review 
from  this  Committee,  and  we  should  now  be  able  to  assist  each  Chapter  through  timely 
response  to  their  need  in  the  future. 

Your  Committee  has  received  each  of  the  Notices  of  Motion  to  amend  the  Constitution  and 
finds  that  the  Motions  before  you  at  this  Grand  Convocation  does  not  offend  our 
Constitution  on  the  grounds  or  irregularity  or  unconstitutionality 

Your  Committee  has  also  been  requested  to  research  and  report  in  detail  on  three  items  of 
concern. 

1.  Meetings  of  the  Grand  Executive  Committee 

2.  Election  of  Officers  of  Grand  Chapter 

3.  Publication  of  names  of  Companions  seeking  office  in  Chapter  summons.

In  addition  Form  TGC10,  Report  on  Fraternal  Dead  and  TGC12,  Interview  Form  for  Demit 
or  Suspension  were  designed  and  have  been  submitted  for  approval. 

Form  TGC1 1,  Request  to  Amend  Chapter  By-Laws  was  modified  to  provide  an  area  for  the 
Grand  Superintendent  to  review  and  sign. 

Form  TGC02,  Annual  Membership  Status  continues  to  be  an  unwieldy  document  being  14 
inches  long.  More  design  work  is  required.
